The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  inspector  under  the  Petroleum  Acts;  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts;  and  the  officer  for  carrying  out  the  Rats  and 
Mice  Destruction  Acts;  he  is  also  superintendent  of  the  sewerage  works 
at  Minster,  and  superintends  the  scavenging  in  nine  of  the  Parishes.

The  East  Kent  (No.  1 ) United  District  was  formed  by  an  Order  of 
the  Minister  of  Health,  dated  26th  May,  1 920,  and  by  an  Order  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  dated  the  2nd  March,  1934,  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural 
District,  which  came  into  existence  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  was  sub- 
stituted for  the  Rural  District  of  Blean  as  a constituent  Authority  of  the 
United  District.

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  two  Urban  Districts 
be  described  as  private  residents. 


There  are  many  private  Boarding  Schools  and  Convalescent  Homes 
in  these  two  Districts. 


Many  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  in  hotels,  boarding-houses 
and  lodging  houses,  or  are  engaged  in  occupations  connected  with  the 
stay  in  these  Districts  of  the  numerous  visitors. 


In  the  two  Rural  Districts  many  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in 
agricultural  pursuits,  and  in  the  seaside  towns  some  of  the  inhabitants  are 
engaged  in  fishing  and  other  occupations  connected  with  the  sea. 


In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  is  a Colliery,  situated  in  the 
Parish  of  Westbere,  where  some  1 ,350  men  are  employed;  some  of  these 
men  live  in  the  neighbouring  towns  of  Canterbury  and  Ramsgate,  and 
others  in  the  adjoining  villages,  but  about  400  have  their  homes  in  the 
colliery  village  of  Hersden.  There  is  also  a Paper  Mill  at  Chartham 
where  some  122  people  work;  and  the  small  village  of  Woollage  in  the 
vicinity  of  Womenswould  is  inhabited  entirely  by  miners  who  work  at 
the  Snowdown  Pit.  The  Mental  Hospital  at  Chartham  accommodates 
1,500  patients. 


In  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  is  the  Manston  Aerodrome  where 
usually  some  80  officers  and  1,200  men  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  are 
stationed,  the  numbers  varying  according  to  the  time  of  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  bacteriological  work  connected  with  ithe  United  District  is 
carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Sessions  House,  Maidstone,  free 
of  charge,  outfits  being  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to 
medical  practitioners  in  order  that  they  may  send  specimens  to  the 
Laboratory  for  examination. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. 

The  H erne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Hospital  Committee,  at  a 
meeting  on  the  13th  June,  1934,  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the 
Whitstable  and  District  Ambulance  Committee  for  the  removal  of 
patients  to  the  (Isolation  Hospital  from  both  Districts. 

The  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board  possess  a motor 
ambulance,  which  is  housed  at  the  Hospital,  and  in  it  patients  are 
removed  from  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District,  the  Isle  of 
Thanet  Rural  District,  and  from  the  Boroughs  of  Margate  and  Ramsgate. 
It  was  provided  in  1921. 

The  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council  have  an  arrangement 
whereby  they  hire  a motor  ambulance  belonging  to  the  Eastry  Rural 
District  Council  for  the  removal  of  patients. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  Cases. 

In  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  a Division  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  was  formed  in  the  year  1925  and  a motor  ambulance 
was  obtained.  In  February,  1931,  a new  motor  ambulance  with  a 24 
h.p.  Ford  chassis  was  obtained  and  dedicated.  The  Urban  District 
Council,  at  a meeting  held  on  the  25th  April,  1 934,  resolved  to  increase 
their  grant  to  the  Ambulance  Fund  to  £50  per  annum;  and  at  a meeting 
held  on  the  26th  September,  1934,  it  was  resolved  to  increase  the  grant 
to  £75  per  annum  as  from  1st  April,  1935,  and  if  towards  the  end  of 
the  present  financial  year  necessity  arises,  the  Council  will  consider  in- 
creasing their  contribution  for  the  present  financial  year  from  £50  to  £75. 

In  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  the  ambulance 
service  is  provided  by  the  Briti&h  Red  Cross  Society.  The  Urban 
District  Council  provide  the  headquarters  room  and  a garage,  recently 
extended  by  the  Council  at  a cost  of  £1  5 7,  both  in  the  Fire  Station  Yard. 
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The  ambulances,  which  are  in  the  custody  of  the  Broadstairs  and 
St.  Peter’s  Ambulance  Corp,  Kent  V.A.D.  59,  consist  of  a six-cylinder 
Bean  ” 20  h.p.,  purchased  in  1927  at  a cost  of  £600,  by  voluntary 
subscription,  to  replace  an  ambulance  which  had  been  on  loan  from  the 
Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society;  a 
“Commer”  20  h.p.,  also  purchased  by  voluntary  subscription,  at  a cost 
of  £5  1 0,  which  was  dedicated  for  service  in  May,  1934;  and  a stand-by 
motor  ambulance,  adapted  and  equipped  by  the  Detachment. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  the  ambulance  from  the  Kent 
and  Canterbury  Hospital  is  used  for  non-inf ectious  cases;  there  is  also 
an  ambulance  at  the  Chislet  Colliery  for  the  use  of  the  workmen  there; 
and  the  motor  ambulance  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Herne 
Bay  Division  is  available. 

In  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  are  two  Ambulance  Stations,  one 
at  Birchington  and  one  at  Westgate-on-Sea,  each  in  charge  of  a Division 
of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.  In  the  year  1932  the  Birchington 
Division  obtained  a new  ambulance,  which  iis  furnished  wi  th  every 
modern  improvement;  and  the  Westgate-on-Sea  Division,  in  1931, 
acquired  an  Austin  23  h.p.  chassis,  and  a new  ambulance  body  was  built. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Herne  Bay  Urban  District. 

The  District  Nursing  Association  provides  a District  (Queen’s) 
Nurse. 

Broadstairs  & St.  Peter’s  U.D. 

A District  Nurse  works  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  Peter’s  and  Broadstairs 
her  salary  being  paid  by  a Committee  of  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s 
United  Christian  Council  of  Social  Service,  who  are  responsible  for 
raising  a fund  for  the  purpose.  This  Nurse  acts  as  part-time  School 
Nurse  for  the  St.  Peter’s  C /E  and  Reading  Street  C /E  Schools,  and  also 
helps  at  the  Mothercraft  Club. 

Bridge-Blean  R.D. 

Chislet  an  d H oath. — There  is  a District  Nurse  working  in  these  two 
Parishes  under  a local  association  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing 
Association.  She  also  works  in  the  Parish  of  Reculver  which  is  situated 
in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District. 

Sturry. — A District  Nurse  works  in  the  Parishes  of  Sturry,  Fordwich 
and  Westbere,  under  the  auspices  of  a Nursing  Association  affiliated  to 
the  County  Association. 

Blean. — A District  Nurse  employed  by  a local  association  which 
is  affiliated  to  the  County  Association  works  in  the  Parish  of  Harble- 
down,  and  also  in  the  Parishes  of  Blean  and  St.  Stephen’s. 

Bridge,  Patrixbourne,  Bekesbourne  and  Bishopsbourne. — A District 
Nurse  employed  by  a local  association  which  is  affiliated  to  the  County 
Association  works  in  these  Parishes. 

Littlebourne,  Ickham  and  Wickham. — There  is  a District  Nurse 
working  in  these  three  Parishes  under  a local  association  affiliated  to 
the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association. 


Isle  of  Thanet  R.D. 


Monkton,  St.  Nicholas-at-Wade  and  Sarre. — There  is  a District 
Nurse  for  these  three  Parishes  who  works  under  the  auspices  of  a local 
association  which  is  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association. 

Minster. — There  is  a Nursing  Association  in  existence  in  the  village 
which  is  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association. 

Westgate-on-Sea. — A local  Nursing  Association  is  in  existence  which 
is  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association,  and  provides  a 
District  (Queen’s)  Nurse. 

Birchington. — The  Nursing  Association  at  Birchington  is  not 
affiliated  with  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association. 

Nursing  of  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

A Nurse  is  employed  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  to  visit 
cases  of  Measles  and  German  Measles,  and  also  to  visit  and  inspect 
patients  discharged  from  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

School  Dental  Clinic. 

At  Herne  Bay  a School  Dental  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Parochial 
Institute  each  Wednesday  from  9.30  a.m.  until  4 p.m.  There  is  also  a Gas 
Dental  Clinic  in  connection  with  the  various  Maternity  an  d Child  Wel- 
fare Centres  in  and  around  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  held  at  Herne  Bay  on 
alternate  Fridays,  from  9.30  a.m.  until  4 p.m.,  where  women  and  infants 
receive  treatment. 

In  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  a School  Dental 
Clinic  is  held  at  the  Mothercraft  Club,  St.  Peter’s  Road,  Broadstairs, 
where  the  School  Dental  Surgeon  attends  each  Monday  from  9.15  a.m. 
until  3.45  p.m.;  and  there  is  also  an  extra  session  from  9.15  to  1 1.45 
a.m.  each  Tuesday  morning. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  a School  Dental  Clinic  is  held 
at  1 0 a.m.  every  Tuesday  at  No.  1 1 , Longport  Street,  Canterbury.  This 
clinic  serves  the  surrounding  district. 

In  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  there  is  a School  Dental  Clinic 
held  at  St.  Saviour’s  Hall,  Westgate-on-Sea  each  Thursday  from  9.15 
a.m.  to  4 p.m. 

Ophthalmic  Clinic. 

The  School  Oculist  holds  an  Ophthalmic  Clinic  from  time  to  time 
at  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Mothercraft  Club,  St.  Peter’s  Road, 
Broadstairs. 

Orthop^tdic  Clinic. 

This  is  held  in  the  schoolroom  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church 
in  York  Street,  Broadstairs,  and  is  open  every  Tuesday  morning  a 1 1 .30. 
Mr.  A.  L.  Moreton,  M.S.,  F.R.C.S.,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the 
Alexandra  Hospital,  Swanley,  where  patients  requiring  hospital  treat- 
ment are  sent,  attends.  The  Clinic  is  available  for  the  treatment  of 
orthopaedic  cases  in  the  whole  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet. 


Cancer  Clinic. 


The  County  Council  have  established  a clinic  for  Cancer  at  the 
West  Kent  General  Hospital,  Maidstone,  where  Radium  is  provided. 
The  clinic  is  open  to  persons  in  the  County  of  Kent.  Patients  are 
received  on  Wednesdays  at  noon.  The  Radium  Clinic  is  affiliated  to  the 
British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign.  There  is  also  an  efficient  Radium 
Clinic  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Folkestone.

The  Centre  in  Herne  Bay  is  carried  on  by  the  County  Council  and 
is  held  at  the  Congregational  Hall  each  Monday. 

Th  ere  is  also  a Centre  Open  on  alternate  Wednesdays  at  The 
Institute,  Herne. 
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Broadstairs  6c  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District. 

There  is  one  voluntary  Centre  at  Broadstairs  called  the  Broadstairs 
and  St.  Peter’s  Mothercraft  Club,  situated  in  St.  Peter’s  Road,  which  is 
open  each  Thursday.  The  Health  Visitor,  Mrs.  Morris,  who  is 
superintendent,  resides  there.  There  is  a small  children’s  ward  in  the 
house  for  the  reception  of  cases  which  require  special  attention.  A 
trained  nurse,  who  is  a qualified  midwife,  resides  at  the  Club. 

Bridge-Blean  Rural  District. 

Three  Centres  are  in  existence  in  this  District,  carried  on  by  the

There  are  two  Ante-Natal  Clinics  held  in  the  United  District,  one  at 
Church  House,  Canterbury  Road,  Birchington,  on  the  1st  Thursday  in 
each  month  at  2 p.m.;  and  the  other  in  the  Parish  Room,  Sturry,  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  each  month  at  10.30  a.m. 
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Maternal  Mortality. 


Arrangements  are  in  force  for  the  investigation  of  Maternal  Deaths 
and  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  by  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The 
District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  notifies  him  of  Maternal  Deaths  and 
sends  duplicate  notification  certificates  of  Puerperal  Fever  cases.

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  for  cases  notified  in 
the  United  District  to  be  admitted  to  the  Ramsgate  General  Hospital;

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 
Joint  Hospital. 


At  a meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Herne  Bay 
Urban  District  Council  held  on  the  1 3th  March,  it  was  resolved  to 
recommend  the  District  Council  to  close  the  Sea  Street  Hospital,  which 
had  been  in  use  since  1 892,  at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  to  transfer  the 
Assistant  Nurse  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Blean  Rural  District 
Council  in  April. 


On  the  same  day  a meeting  of  the  delegates  of  the  Herne  Bay  and 
Whitstable  Urban  District  Councils  was  held,  when  it  was  resolved  that 
the  Council  of  each  District  should  be  recommended  to  form  a Joint 
Hospital  Committee  consisting  of  four  members  of  each  of  the  two 
Councils,  to  administer  what  was  formerly  the  Blean  Rural  District 
Council’s  Isolation  Hospital,  to  be  called  “ The  Herne  Bay  and  Whit- 
stable Joint  Isolation  Hospital,”  the  expenses  to  be  shared  equally  by 
the  two  Authorities,  and  cases  of  infectious  diseaSiCs  occurring 
in  the  two  Districts  to  be  admitted  to  this  Hospital.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  was  asked  to  attend 
meetings  of  the  Joint  Committee  to  give  advice  if  and  when  required. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee,  on  the  1 2th  April,  it  was 
resolved  to  appoint  Thomas  A.  Clarke,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.Ed.,  as  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat  Specialist,  and  to  pay  him  a retaining  fee.  At  this 
meeting  James  Rowland  Flamerton,  M.B.,  B.S.Lond.,  was  appointed 
Medical  Officer. 


It  was  also  resolved  that  as  regards  the  admission  of  patients, 
arrangements  should  be  made  through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
each  District,  or  in  his  absence  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Hospital,  which  is  built  of  brick  and  slate,  is  in  an  isolated 
position,  situated  about  one  mile  from  Herne  Bay,  and  is  erected  on  a 
piece  of  land  about  three  acres  in  extent.  There  is  accommodation  for 
1 6 patients  in  three  separate  ward  blocks,  allowing  1 44  square  feet 
floor  space  per  patient;  there  is  also  a laundry  and  an  administration 
block.  The  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  a Matron,  Head  Nurse,  two 
Assistant  Nurses  and  a Probationer. 


Water  is  obtained  from  the  supply  of  the  Herne  Bay  Water  Com- 
pany. The  Hospital  is  connected  with  the  main  of  the  Herne  Bay  Gas 
Company.  It  is  not  connected  with  the  sewer,  but  is  drained  to 
cesspools. 
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It  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Council,  in  accordance  with  Section 
63  of  the  Local  Government  Act  1 929,  to  make  a survey  of  the  hospital 
accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  provided  within 
the  County,  after  which  they  are  required  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the 
provision  of  adequate  hospital  accommodation  and  submit  it  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  for  his  approval. 

In  accordance  with  this  the  County  Medical  Officer  prepared 
special  reports  dated  the  1 st  January,  1 932,  and  the  1 2th  January,  1933, 
He  advised  that  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council’s  Isolation 
Hospital  should  be  closed,  and  that  in  the  case  of  the  Blean  Hospital,  a 
Joint  Board  should  be  formed. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  these  suggestions,  the  Urban  District 
Councils  of  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  formed  a Joint  Committee  to 
carry  on  the  Blean  Hospital,  as  previously  stated;  the  population  to  be 
served  by  this  Hospital  is:

Broadstairs  & St.  Peter’s  U.D. — Isle  of  Thanet  R.D.  \ Joint 
Borough  of  Margate — Borough  of  Ramsgate.  J Hospital 

The  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  and 
is  about  two  miles  from  the  centres  of  the  towns  of  Margate,  Ramsgate 
and  Broadstairs.  The  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  one  Matron,  one 
Assistant  Matron,  5 Sisters,  2 Assistant  Nurses  and  1 2 Probationers. 
The  Nursing  Staff  is  increased  temporarily  when  necessary. 

Patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever, 
Cerebrospinal  Meningitis,  Typhus  or  allied  diseases  are  admitted,  and 
also  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  building,  which  was  erected  at  the  beginning  of  the  century, 
the  foundation  stone  being  laid  on  the  29th  October  1900,  consists  of 
an  administration  block,  two  ward  blocks  for  Scarlet  Fever,  one  block 
for  Typhoid  Fever,  and  one  for  Diphtheria;  a cubicle  block  with  eight 
beds,  three  small  huts,  and  an  observation  block,  providing  accommoda- 
tion for  about  100  patients,  together  with  the  necessary  staff.  There  is 
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a discharge  block,  also  porter’s  lodge,  steam  disinfector,  laundry, 
mortuary,  ambulance  station,  etc.,  the  whole  standing  on  about  ten  acres 
of  land. 

The  building  is  constructed  of  brick  and  tiles  and  is  in  good  order. 
Gas  is  supplied  by  the  Broadstairs  Gas  Company;  electricity  from  the 
main  of  the  Ramsgate  and  District  Electricity  Supply  Company,  Ltd.; 
water  is  obtained  from  the  supply  of  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter  s 
Urban  District  Council,  and  also  from  a deep  well  in  the  grounds.  The 
Hospital  is  connected  with  the  Ramsgate  Sewer. 

There  are  four  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Hospital  belonging  to 
the  Board.  On  this  land  is  situated  a bungalow  in  which  the  Medical 
Officer  lives.  He  devotes  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  his 
office.  He  is  empowered  to  employ  Consultants  when  necessary.  The 
name  of  the  Medical  Officer  is  Ernest  Harding-  Freeland,  F.R.C.S.Eng. 

Bridge-Blean  R.D. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council 
is  situated  at  Bekesbourne  on  the  road  leading  from  the  Railway  Station 
to  Canterbury.  It  was  erected  in  the  year  I 894,  and  is  well  built  of 
red  bricks,  on  a piece  of  land  of  about  1 acre.  There  are  four  wards 
with  accommodation  for  9 patients,  allowing  I 44  square  feet  floor  space 
per  patient,  and  a corrugated  iron  building  in  the  grounds,  in  which  a 
nurse  and  patient  could  be  accommodated.  There  is  also  a Laundry 
and  a Mortuary  in  the  grounds. 

The  water  supply  is  pumped  from  a well  in  the  grounds;  the 
sanitary  conveniences  attached  to  the  wards  consist  of  pail  closets,  and 
the  drainage  is  to  cesspools;  lighting  is  from  oil  lamps. 

The  staff  consists  of  a Matron  and  an  untrained  nurse.  The  name 
of  the  Medical  Officer  is  Arthur  Thomas  Wilson,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  B.A.O. 
Dub.,  who  practises  at  Bridge. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
the  Council  decided,  at  their  meeting  in  November,  that  cases 
of  Diphtheria  occurring  in  the  District  should  be  sent  to  the 
Hospital  of  the  Eastry  Rural  District,  and  the  Council  of  that 
District  agreed  to  this  arrangement  subject  to  it  being  understood 
that  the  reciprocal  arrangement  between  the  two  Councils  remains  in 
fo  rce  whereby,  in  the  event  of  the  Eastry  Hospital  at  any  time  being 
full,  patients  from  the  Eastry  Rural  District  or  the  Borough  of  Sand- 
wich suffering  either  from  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  may  be  sent 
for  isolation  to  Bridge-Blean  Hospital  at  Bekesbourne. 

The  Scheme  which  is  before  the  County  Council  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation,  which  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  County  Council  to  prepare  under  Section  63  of  the  Local 
Government  Act  1 929,  provides  that  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  the 
Eastry  Rural  District  Council,  which  now  has  accommodation  for  22 
patients  in  two  blocks,  should  be  enlarged  so  as  to  take  in  patients 
from  the  Eastry  Rural  District,  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District,  Sandwich 
Borough,  Deal  Borough  and  Walmer  Urban  District. 

SMALLPOX  HOSPITALS. 

Herne  Bay  U.D. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  still  exists,  and  is  waiting  to  be  transferred, 
with  its  equipment,  to  Poulton  in  the  Dover  Rural  District,  to  form  part 
of  the  enlarged  Smallpox  Hospital  there.  It  is  not  available  for  use 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Coastal  Road  is  passing  through  part  of  the 
grounds  and  another  part  has  been  used  for  controlled  tipping. 


Broadstairs  & St.  Peter’s  U.D. — Isle  of  Thanet  R.D.  \ Joint 
Borough  of  Margate — Borough  of  Ramsgate.  J Hospital. 

There  is  a Hospital  consisting  of  a corrugated  iron  building,  con- 
taining 1 6 beds,  allowing  1 44  square  feet  floor  space  per  patient,  which 
is  provided  for  the  whole  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  and  managed  by  the 
Joint  Hospital  Board.  It  is  situated  in  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peters 
Urban  District  and  in  close  proximity  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital, 
being  separated  from  it  by  the  disused  Southern  Railway  line.  It  is  close 
to  the  main  Ramsgate-Margate  Road,  and  the  population  of  the  area 
surrounding  it  is  steadily  increasing.  Two  caretakers — a man  and  wife 
— live  in  the  Hospital,  and  a trained  Nurse  on  the  staff  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  is  available  at  all  times.  The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  attends  the  patients. 

Bridge-Blean  R.D. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Eastry  Rural  District  Council,  cases  of  this 
disease  are  removed  to  the  Smallpox  Plospital  situated  at  Hammill  in 
the  Eastry  Rural  District. 

GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

There  is  only  one  voluntary  hospital  situated  in  the  United  District 
for  dealing  with  cases  of  illness  and  accident,  and  that  is  the  Queen 
Victoria  Memorial  Hospital  at  Herne  Bay.  Patients  from  the  United 
District  attend  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital,  the  Ramsgate  General 
Hospital  and  the  Margate  and  District  General  Hospital.  Patients 
suffering  from  disease  of  the  ear,  eye,  nose  and  throat  receive  treatment 
at  the  Kent  County  Ophthalmic  Hospital,  Maidstone.  Number  of  beds: 
Herne  Bay  Hospital,  20  beds  and  one  cot;  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital,  13  7;  and  the  Ramsgate  and  Margate  Hospitals,  1 00  beds  each. 

In  the  summer  an  annexe  to  the  Ramsgate  General  Hospital  was 
opened  as  an  X-ray  Department.  1 his  had  been  built  as  a Memorial 
to  the  late  Dr.  Edward  Fisk,  at  a cost  of  about  £1,000.  It  is  intended 
primarily  for  the  use  of  those  who  are  unable  to  afford  the  cost  of  a 
private  consultation  and  examination. 

TUBERCULOSIS  SANATORIA. 

There  is  no  institution  situated  in  the  United  District  for  the 
residential  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  provided  by  local  Authorities  or  the 
County  Council,  but  there  is  a Sanatorium  which  was  built  and  is  main- 
tained by  the  County  Council  at  Lenham,  in  Mid-Kent,  having  accom- 
modation for  1 65  patients.  Cases  of  Tuberculosis  occurring  in  the 
county  are  also  admitted  to  the  Grosvenor  Sanatorium,  near  Ashford, 
where  40  beds  are  available,  and  to  the  Keycol  Hill  Sanatorium,  near 
Sittingbourne,  where  40  beds  are  available  for  advanced  pulmonary 
cases.  The  large  majority  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of 
bones  and  joints,  as  well  as  other  cases  of  surgical  Tuberculosis,  are 
admitted  for  treatment  at  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  Margate, 
where  40  beds  are  available. 

The  following  Sanatoria  and  residential  institutions  approved  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  are  situated  in  the  district: — 

Anthony  and  Anne  Muller  Convalescent  Home  and  School,  Broad- 
stairs (for  convalescent  non-pulmonary  cases  in  Jewish  child- 
ren only) . 


The  Bishopsbourne  Home,  Broadstairs  (for  intermediate  and 
afebrile  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  adult  males  only ) . 

The  Holy  Cross  Convalescent  Home  and  Open-air  Residential 
School  for  Girls,  Ramsgate  Road,  Broadstairs  (for  non- 
pulmonary  cases  only). 

The  Old  Manor  House,  Crow  Hill,  Broadstairs  (for  intermediate 
and  afebrile  cases  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  adult  females 
only) . 

The  St.  Nicholas  Branch  of  the  Cheyne  Hospital  for  Children,  near 
Birchington  (for  ‘‘surgical’’  cases  only). 

Tait  Convalescent  Home,  Broadstairs  (for  convalescent  “surgical” 
cases,  females  over  14  years  of  age  only). 

Victoria  Convalescent  Home,  Broadstairs  (for  non-pulmonary 
cases  in  children  only,  from  London  County  Council) . 

TUBERCULOSIS  AFTERCARE. 

In  February  1933  the  Herne  Bay  and  District  Tuberculosis  Care 
Committee  was  formed  under  the  auspices  of  the  Kent  Council  of  Social 
Service.  Since  th  en  this  work  has  gradually  increased  in  scope  and 
effectiveness.  1 he  successful  handling  of  Tuberculosis  throughout  the 
community  involves  something  more  than  medical  treatment.  To  develop 
the  official  services  fully  the  support  of  voluntary  effort  and  enthusiasm  is 
needed,  in  order  to  ensure  that  cases  needing  Sanatorium  treatment  are 
not  prevented  from  receiving  it  through  surmountable  domestic 
difficulties,  and  that  the  good  effect  of  the  Sanatorium  treatment  is  not 
lost  through  the  patients  returning  to  unfavourable  home  conditions. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

Nursing  Homes  (Registration)  Act,  1927. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  July,  1928.  All  the  powers  and 
duties  under  the  Act  were  transferred  by  the  County  Council  to  the  four 
District  Councils. 

During  the  year  1934,  in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  there  has 
been  no  change  with  regard  to  the  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  three  Nursing  Homes  in  the 
District. 

In  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District,  the  Bridge-Blean 
Rural  District,  and  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District,  no  further  applica- 
tions were  received,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1 2 Nursing 
Homes  remaining  on  the  register  in  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban 
District,  and  three  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District.

SCHOOLS. 


The  elementary  schools  in  the  United  District  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Kent  Education  Committee.  They  are  visited  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Medical  Officer  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments inspected;  also  investigations  made  with  regard  to  cases  of  in- 
fectious disease  occurring  among  the  scholars. 

There  are  many  good-class  boarding  schools  situated  in  the  United 
District,  mostly  of  a preparatory  nature,  particularly  in  Broadstairs  and 
St.  Peter’s,  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington.  Most  of  them  are  pro- 
vided with  sanatoria  in  which  scholars  suffering  from  infectious  diseases 
can  be  isolated.  As  far  as  is  known  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  con- 
nection with  these  schools  and  the  water  supply  may  be  considered 
satisfactory.  As  a rule  each  school  has  its  own  medical  attendant,  who 
not  only  treats  the  pupils,  but  advises  the  principals  on  matters  of 
hygiene.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  any 
power  of  entry  to  these  private  boarding  schools  and  therefore  is  not 
responsible  for  their  sanitation.  He  can  only  deal  with  defects  he  may 
discover  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  or  nuisance 
which  may  occur  and  require  abating.

Peter’s,  and  the  Rural  District  Council  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  did  not 
consider  there  was  any  necessity  to  build  houses  for  the  working  classes 
during  the  year.  The  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  was  of  opinion  that  it 
was  necessary  to  build  houses  for  the  working  classes,  their  difficulty 
however,  was  to  obtain  suitable  sites.  They  have  received  reports  from 
the  Parish  Councils  as  to  the  necessity  of  houses  being  built  for  members 
of  the  working  classes,  it  being  felt  that  private  enterprise  would  not 
meet  the  demand.  In  the  other  three  districts  private  enterprise  has, 
to  a certain  extent,  met  the  demand,  although  of  course  the  rents  are 
high. 


On  the  6th  April,  1933,  Circular  1331  was  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  calling  upon  local  authorities  to  prepare  a programme  of 
Housing  in  their  districts,  the  components  of  the  programme  being  the 
list  of  areas  in  which  clearance  is  necessary,  the  time-table  of  re-housing, 
co-ordinated  with  the  displacements  contemplated  by  the  time-table  of 
clearance  operations.  The  Minister  stated  that  the  programme  adopted 
by  local  authorities  should  be  sent  in  by  the  30th  September,  1933. 


As  regards  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District,  the  programme  which 
was  adopted  by  the  Council  and  sent  to  the  Ministry  provided  that  1 9 
houses  should  be  dealt  with.  To  this  list  four  have  been  added,  formerly 
situated  in  the  Blean  Rural  District,  which  now  forms  part  of  the  Herne 
Bay  Urban  District.

The  programme  sent  in  by  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban 
District  Council  was  not  accepted  by  the  Minister,  it  was  considered 
insufficient  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  who  visited  the  district,  and 
another  programme  was  drawn  up  and  adopted  by  the  Urban  District 
Council;  this  was  sent  to  the  Minister  and  approved  by  him.  Thirty- 
three  houses  to  be  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses,  and  30  in 
eleven  clearance  areas. 

With  regard  to  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District,  the  number  of  houses 
with  which  the  Bridge  Council  decided  to  deal  was  23.  This  was  con- 
sidered insufficient  by  the  Minister,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  requested,  on  taking  office  on  the  1st  April,  1 934,  to  make  a survey 
of  the  district,  and  as  a result  he  recommended  that  46  houses  should  be 
dealt  with,  36  by  means  of  clearance  orders  and  10  as  individual  unfit 
houses.  The  Council,  however,  reduced  this  list  to  1 8 houses  to  be  dealt 
with  by  clearance  orders  and  1 1 by  Section  19.  To  this  must  be  added 
the  houses  in  that  portion  of  the  Blean  Rural  District  which  was  added 
to  the  Bridge  District,  viz. : 21;  in  clearance  areas  1 1 , and  as  individual 
unfit  houses  1 0. 

The  programme  for  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  dealt  with  2 1 
houses. 

The  following  action  was  taken  by  the  four  Councils  during  the 
year: — 

Herne  Bay  U.D. 

The  houses  which  were  in  the  programme  of  the  Blean  Rural  District 
Council  and  in  the  area  added  to  Herne  Bay,  four  were  dealt  with  during 
the  year;  at  the  end  of  the  year  one  of  them  was  being  rendered  fit  by 
the  owner;  one  was  being  divided  into  two  houses  and  re-conditioned; 
another  was  being  demolished;  and  another  was  under  consideration.  In 
addition  to  thos^  there  were  three  houses  represented  as  unfit  under 
Section  19  of  the  Housi^  Act,  1930,  they  were  under  consideration  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  ^ 

Broadstairs  & St.  Peter’s  U.D. 

As  regards  the  houses  in  the  programme  to  be  dealt  with  under 
Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act  1930,  six  were  demolished  an  d th  ree 
demolished  voluntarily;  one  house  re-constructed,  and  undertakings 
accepted  with  regard  to  the  future  user  of  four  houses.  In  addition  to 
these,  undertakings  were  received  in  respect  of  four  houses;  three  of  these 
were  originally  to  be  dealt  with  as  a clearance  area,  but  it  was  resolved 
by  the  Council  that  they  should  be  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses, 
and  undertakings  were  accepted  that  they  would  not  be  used  for  human 
habitation.  The  fourth  was  a portion  of  a house  which  was  not  on  the 
programme,  and  in  this  case  an  undertaking  was  accepted  that  it  would 
not  be  used  for  human  habitation. 

Bridge-Blean  R.D. 

In  connection  with  the  1 8 houses  in  two  clearance  areas,  the 
Council  resolved  to  provide  four  Council  houses  in  one  case,  and  eight 
Council  houses  in  the  other,  for  persons  displaced. 

As  regards  individual  unfit  houses  they  resolved  to  make  Demolition 
Orders  in  respect  of  two  houses;  one  was  reported  to  have  been  rendered 
fit,  and  the  owner  of  another  was  interviewed. 
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Apart  from  the  programme,  three  individual  houses  were  repre- 
sented as  unfit,  two  of  these  the  Council  resolved  to  deal  with  under 
Section  1 7 ; one  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Isle  of  Thanet  R.D. 

There  were  no  clearance  areas  in  the  programme.  Fourteen  of  the 
Individual  unfit  houses  were  demolished,  and  in  place  of  six  of  these 
seven  new  houses  were  built.  Three  other  houses  were  represented  as 
unfit,  but  the  representations  were  not  accepted  by  the  Council. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk. 

The  importance  of  the  provision  of  a pure  milk  supply  for  the 
United  District  has  continued  to  be  recognized,  and  steps  have  been 
taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  supplied  to  the  inhabitants  was  of  a reason- 
able standard  of  cleanliness,  and  for  this  purpose  samples  of  ‘Ordinary’’ 
milk  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  numerous  visits  were 
paid  to  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Samples  of  Graded  Milk  were  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  in  order  to  see  whether  the  milk,  as  produced 
and  sold,  conformed  with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1923. 

Samples  of  milk  were  also  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination 
to  discover  by  means  of  tests,  whether  or  not  Tubercle  Bacilli  were 
present,  and  the  following  reports  on  samples  taken  for  this  purpose 
were  received : 

In  the  H erne  Bay  Urban  District  seven  reports  were  received;  three 
were  on  samples  of  milk  delivered  to  one  of  the  Convalescent  Homes 
from  outside  the  District.  Ail  the  reports  gave  negative  results. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  there  were  two  reports  received 
on  samples  of  milk  taken  in  the  Blean  Rural  District;  then  after  the  1st 
April  three  reports  were  received  on  samples  of  milk  taken  in  the  Bridge- 
Blean  Rural  District.  All  these  reports  gave  negative  results. 

In  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  six  reports  were  received  on 
samples  of  milk  taken  from  six  different  farms,  two  of  these  gave  positive 
results,  the  other  four  being  negative.  In  addition  to  the  six  reports 
mentioned  above,  fifteen  others  were  received  on  samples  of  milk  taken 
by  the  County  Veterinary  Inspector  in  connection  with  the  positive 
reports,  and  these  were  all  negative. 

Milk  Supply  to  Schools. 

Since  the  1 st  October  one-third  of  a pint  of  milk  is  being  supplied 
to  school  children  at  a cost  of  id.  per  bottle. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  Districts  from  which  milk  is  supplied 
to  Elementary  Schools  were  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  reports  on  the  subject  sent  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer. 

The  Kent  Education  Committee,  through  their  Schools,  are  pur- 
chasers of  large  quantities  of  milk,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  every 
possible  precaution  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  it  is  of  good  quality.

Infection  in  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  Traced  to  Isolation  Hospitals. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  among  the  65  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  in  the  United  District  during  the  quarter  ended  30th  June,  the 
source  of  infection  in  2 1 of  them  could  be  traced  to  other  patients  being 
discharged  from  Isolation  Hospitals  in  an  infectious  condition.  It  is 
very  difficult  to  be  certain  when  a patient  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever 
is  free  of  infection,  but  the  fact  that  patients  are  discharged  from  Isolation 
Hospitals,  and  communicate  the  disease  to  others,  appears  to  be 
occurring  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  it  is  a matter  which  is  of 
sufficient  importance  to  require  careful  investigation. 

Local  Government  Act  1929,  Section  63 : Smallpox  Hospital  Scheme. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended  a conference  held  at  the 
Town  Hall,  Dover,  on  the  24th  January,  in  company  with  Councillor 
E.  Duffett,  of  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council,  and 
Mr.  A.  H.  Edwards,  the  Clerk  to  that  Council,  to  consider  the  scheme 
prepared  by  the  Dover  Corporation  for  providing  accommodation  for 
cases  of  Smallpox  occurring  in  East  Kent  in  the  Hospital  belonging  to 
the  Borough,  situated  at  Poulton  in  the  Dover  Rural  District. 

There  was  a large  attendance,  all  the  1 9 Authorities  who  had  been 
originally  invited  to  take  part  being  represented,  except  two,  the  Rural 
District  Council  of  Blean  and  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Sandgate; 
and  in  addition,  representatives  of  the  City  of  Canterbury  were  present. 

As  a result  of  the  conference,  a revised  scheme  was  prepared  and 
sent  to  the  various  Local  Authorities,  but  the  only  changes  made  were 
that  at  the  end  of  five  years  the  scheme  was  to  be  reviewed,  and  the 
amount  of  the  charge  in  the  cost  of  annual  upkeep  of  the  Hospital 
for  the  capital  cost  of  the  motor  ambulance  was  reduced  from  £100 

to  £50. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness,  or  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 
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Vaccination. 

No  primary  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  performed  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917,  during  the  past  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  has  it  been  necessary  for  either 
Council  to  take  any  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section 
62,  in  the  United  District.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Sea  Street  Isolation  Hospital. 

With  the  closing  down  of  this  Hosiptal  in  March,  1934,  it  might 
perhaps  be  of  interest  to  report  on  the  work  carried  out  there.  The 
Hospital  was  a small  building  in  Sea  Street,  consisting  of  two  cottages, 
which  were  purchased  in  the  year  1 892  for  the  purpose  of  **  segregating 
infectious  diseases,”  as  there  was  no  means  of  isolation  (except  the 
new  Blean  Isolation  Hospital,  whose  charge  of  £3  3s.  Od.  per  week  per 
patient  was  evidently  considered  to  be  excessive).  These  cottages  were 
then  situated  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  District.  The  area  of  the 
District  at  that  time  was  only  415  acres,  and  the  population  3,829. 
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The  first  patient  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  on  the  5th  January, 
1893,  and  it  seems  that  the  place  was  very  poorly  and  insufficiently 
furnished;  and  a local  woman  was  engaged  to  nurse  and  look  after 
the  patients. 

The  Hospital  was  gradually  improved,  gas  and  water  being  laid 
on  from  the  mains,  and  the  building  connected  with  the  main  drainage. 

In  the  year  1 903  a matron-nurse  was  appointed,  she  held  the  post 
for  30  years;  and  died  on  the  3rd  June,  1933,  and  domestic  help  was 
supplied. 

I 

In  the  year  1934,  at  the  time  of  closure,  the  nursing  staff  con- 
sisted of  a Nurse-in-charge  and  an  Assistant  Nurse."  There  was  accom- 
moderation  for  four  patients  accoring  to  the  standard  recognized  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Only  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted,  other 
cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  Urban  District  being  sent 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Blean  Rural  District  under  an  agreement 
whereby  patients  were  received  on  payment  of  1 2s.  Od.  per  head  per 
day. 

Malcolm  Foster,  M.B.,  Ch.B.Edin.,  a Medical  Practitioner  living 
in  the  Urban  District,  acted  as  Medical  Officer  to  the  Hospital  from 
1 929  to  the  date  of  closure. 

During  the  41  years  of  the  Hospital’s  existence  630  patients  were 
admitted,  viz. :

One  Nursing  Home  was  re-registered  in  October,  and  one  ceased 
to  exist  in  December,  1933,  and  no  change  has  occurred  during  the 
year  1934,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  three  Nursing 
Homes  registered  in  the  District. 


Two  of  the  Homes  take  both  Maternity  and  other  cases,  and  the 
other  Home  takes  Maternity  cases  only. 

The  total  number  of  beds  in  the  Nursing  Homes: 

Maternity — 4.  Others — 9. 

Bye-laws  were  made  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  Nursing  Homes 
on  the  1 4th  June,  1 929,  the  Council  having  adopted  the  model  Bye-laws 
at  a meeting  held  on  29th  May,  1929. 

The  Homes  were  visited  from  time  to  time  during  the  year  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Convalescent  Home.  . 

In  June,  1934,  the  Crole  Wyndham  Convalescent  Home,  situated 
in  Sea. View  Road,  was  opened.  This  is  a Home  attached  to  the  Kent 
aii.d  Canterbury  Hospital.  There  is  accommodation  for  1 6 patients, 
boys  up  to  the  age  of  1 0,  and  girls  up  to  the  age  of  1 2,  but  for  financial 
reasons  only  1 0 cases  are  admitted  at  present.  Two  dormitories  are  in 
use.  The  staff  consists  of  a Matron,  Staff  Nurse,  Probationer,  Cook, 
and  two  maids. 

Mortuary. 

The  Public  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  yard  at  the  Town  Depot. 
The  room  is  1 4 feet  by  1 2 feet,  and  forms  part  of  a range  of  lean-to 
buildings,  originally  constructed  for  stores.  The  room  is  fitted  with  a 
sink  and  water  tap,  and  a copper  for  hot  water.  The  floor  is  constructed 
of  cement,  with  a drain  in  the  centre.  Two  tables  with  metallic  tops 
(one  zinc  and  one  lead)  are  provided. 

Meteorological  Station. 

The  site  of  the  station  is  in  the  War  Memorial  Park,  which  was 
approved  by  the  Air  Ministry.  The  usual  instruments  are  kept  at  the 
station,  viz. : a maximum  and  minimum  thermometer,  wet  and  dry  bulb 
hygrometer,  a rain  gauge  and  sunshine  recorder.  At  the  Pier  is  kept 
the  Fortins  Standard  Barometer.  The  station  is  in  charge  of  the  Sur- 
veyor, and  the  Pier  Superintendent  prepares  the  necessary  reports,  etc., 
and  sends  daily  telegrams  which  are  accepted  for  inclusion  in  the  daily 
Press  bulletins.  The  Surveyor  has  kindly  provided  the  following  in- 
formation : 

The  total  sunshine  recorded  for  the  year  was  1,818.4  hours  and 
the  rainfall  19.32  inches. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  by  the  Herne  Bay  Water- 
works Company.  A constant  supply  is  available.  The  sources  of 
supply  are  th  ree  deep  wells,  situated  at  Ford,  in  the  Urban  District,  about 
two  miles  out  of  the  town.  The  wells  are  1 70  feet  deep,  sunk  into  solid 
chalk;  they  are  connected  at  a point  1 5 feet  from  the  lowest  part  in  the 
chalk.  Adits  of  a total  length  of  about  2,000  feet  are  cut  into  the  chalk 
in  various  directions.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1933  it  was  found 
that  a Paterson’s  Chloronome  had  been  installed  in  November,  1932. 

The  water  is  pumped  from  Ford  direct  to  the  reservoirs  at  Mickle- 
burgh  Hill,  in  the  Urban  District.  One  reservoir  is  of  modern  construe- 
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tion,  and  is  built  of  cement  concrete  and  domed  over  in  cement,  and 
further  protected  with  a layer  of  earth  averaging  two  feet  in  thickness. 
The  size  of  the  reservoir  is  I 00  feet  by  80  feet,  and  1 5 feet  deep,  and  the 
capacity  750,000  gallons.  A second  reservoir  (the  original  reservoir 
of  the  Water  Company)  is  still  in  use.  it  is  constructed  of  brick  with 
cement  lining,  and  is  covered  with  corrugated  iron  roofing.  The  size 
of  this  reservoir  is  (approximately)  45  feet  by  45  feet,  and  12  feet 
deep,  and  the  capacity  1 50,000  gallons. 

A water  tower,  constructed  of  steel,  is  erected  at  the  reservoir 
station  at  Mickleburgh  Hill,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a constant 
supply  of  water  to  the  houses  situated  on  high  ground  which  cannot  be 
supplied  from  the  reservoirs.  The  tower  supports  a tank  30  feet  in 
diameter  and  12  feet  deep,  of  a capacity  of  60,000  gallons.  The  height 
of  the  tower  above  ground  level  to  water  level  is  78  feet,  the  height 
of  the  water  level  above  sea  level  being  201  feet.  The  tank  is  filled 
from  the  reservoirs  by  auxiliary  pumps. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  for  the  whole  area  supplied 
by  the  Water  Company  is: 

Summer  ...  ...  ...  700,428  gallons.

Four  quarterly  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  examination  by  the  County  Bacteriologist  during  the 
year,  and  the  reports  were  satisfactory;  and  four  quarterly  samples  were 
sent  to  the  County  Analyst  for  Chemical  Examination,  the  reports  on 
these  also  proving  satisfactory. 

A portion  of  the  district  which  was  added  to  the  Herne  Bay  Urban 
District  on  the  1 st  April  as  a result  of  the  Review  of  County  Districts, 
is  not  supplied  from  the  mains,  and  in  this  area  there  are  approximately 
50  wells.  An  inspection  of  these  wells  has  been  commenced 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  8 samples  of  water  have  been  obtained 
for  chemical  examination.  The  Laboratory  Reports  are  as  follows:

In  the  case  of  one  of  the  unfit  reports,  the  well  was  cleansed  and 
limed,  and  the  house  drainage  arrangements  altered;  following  this  a 
second  sample  was  taken  and  the  water  was  found  to  be  much  improved. 

An  extension  of  the  water  mains  to  the  hamlet  of  Bullockstone  is 
needed,  where  a number  of  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  postwar 
period.  The  residents  are  dependent  on  rain  water  only,  and  suffered 
from  a shortage  during  the  drought.  One  of  the  house  owners  has  sunk 
a small  well,  but  the  water  is  not  fit  for  use  unless  boiled. 

The  water  supply  from  the  Herne  Bay  Waterworks  Company  was 
not  affected  by  the  drought  and  no  restrictions  were  made  regarding  the 
use  of  water. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


The  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  old  Urban  District  was  prepared 
and  carried  out  by  the  late  Mr.  Baldwin  Latham,  and  a large  portion  of 
the  urban  area  was  sewered  under  his  supervision.  The  sewage  is  carried 
by  gravitation  to  an  outfall  which  discharges  into  the  sea  at  a point  below 
low  water  mark,  the  outlet  not  being  exposed  at  any  time.  A separate 
system  for  dealing  with  surface  water  exists  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
area,  and  this  system  is  being  extended.  The  discharge  from  the  outfall 
sewer  is  regulated  so  that  it  occurs  on  the  ebb  tide  only,  the  effluent 
being  carried  eastward  and  dispersed  in  deep  water.  A pumping  station 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  near  the  sea  shore  is  provided 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  flooding  of  cellars  and  basements  during 
heavy  rains  when  the  sewers  are  tide  locked.  There  is  a second  pumping 
station  at  the  western  end  of  the  town  lifting  the  sewage  from  a low  level 
sewer  at  that  end  of  the  district  to  the  high  level  gravitation  sewer. 


A joint  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  that  part  of 
the  Urban  District  which  formerly  consisted  of  the  Parishes  of  Herne 
and  Reculver  of  the  Blean  Rural  District,  was  provided  by  the  Council 
of  that  District  and  completed  in  the  year  1914,  and  takes  the  drainage 
of  the  most  thickly-populated  portion  of  that  area.  The  sewage  disposal 
works  are  situated  at  May  Street  in  the  parish  of  Reculver  and  consist 
of  grit  chambers,  Dibdins  slate  beds.  Humus  tanks,  contact  clinker  be  ds 
and  finally  effluent  ponds,  from  which  the  discharge  is  into  an  open 
watercourse  which  eventually  discharges  into  the  sea. 


The  drainage  scheme  for  the  Studd  Hill  Estate,  now  situated  at 
the  West  End  of  the  Urban  District,  but  formerly  in  the  Blean  Rural 
District,  was  carried  out  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  by  the  Blean 
Rural  District  Council  at  a cost  of  £4,336.  The  sewer  is  connected  with 
the  H erne  Bay  sewerage  scheme. 


Sewers  have  been  laid  in  certain  private  streets  and  district  roads 
during  the  year  at  a total  approximate  length  of  8, 1 00  feet. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  added  area  contains  several  small  streams  which  form  the 
natural  surface  drainage  of  the  land.  Complaint  has  been  made  of 
effluvia  arising  from  one  of  these  streams  and  it  is  found  that  the 
sewage  from  a large  cowshed  flows  into  a ditch.  Owing  to  a combination 
of  unusual  circumstances,  a nuisance  arises  at  a point  200  yards  distant 
from  the  farm,  in  the  vicinity  of  a number  of  dwelling  houses.  The  trouble 
is  a long  standing  one,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  effectually  abate  it. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  former  Urban  District  was  sewered  throughout  and  every 
house  was  connected  thereto.  The  added  area  is  partly  sewered,  and 
in  the  undrained  portions  the  sanitary  accommodation  consists  partly 
of  water  closets  drained  to  cesspools  and  partly  of  pail  closets.  There 
are  1 64  cesspools  in  the  District,  and  the  number  of  pail  closets,  as  far 
as  at  present  known,  is  approximately  100. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

House  refuse  is  collected  bi-weekly  with  the  exception  of  an  area 
in  the  centre  of  the  town,  where  a daily  collection  is  made.  Dustless 
loading  motor  vehicles  are  used.  During  the  year  the  refuse  was  dealt 
with  on  land  at  Westbrook  adjoining  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  formerly 
in  the  Blean  Rural  District,  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  The  use  of 
this  site  was  discontinued  in  the  month  of  October  and  a fresh  site  near 
Broomfield  was  leased  and  the  refuse  dealt  with  there  by  means  of  con- 
trolled tipping. 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  in  the  portion  of  the  Blean  Rural 
District  which  was  added  to  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District,  is  carried 
out,  as  is  also  the  refuse  collection,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor.  A motor  cesspool  emptier  was  purchased  by  the  Council  in 
the  spring,  for  this  purpose,  the  cesspools  being  emptied  on  an  average 
once  every  two  months,  but  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  empty  them 
at  more  frequent  intervals.

Smoke  Abatement. 

As  a greater  part  of  ths  Urban  District  is  residential,  it  is  practically 
free  from  industrial  smoke  nuisances.  During  the  year  two  complaints 
of  slight  smoke  nuisance — one  arising  from  a laundry  and  one  from  a 
boiler-house  at  a holiday  home — were  investigated  and  dealt  with  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.  One  complaint  of  noxious  fumes  from  an  internal 
combustion  engine  using  crude  oil  for  fuel  was  also  dealt  wi  th  and 
suppressed. 

Schools. 

The  public  elementary  schools  in  the  District  are  drained  to  the 
main  sewers  and  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains.  Th  e extensions 
of  the  boundaries  brought  two  additional  schools  into  the  Urban  District, 
one  at  H erne  Village  and  one  in  the  hamlet  of  Hillborough.  The 
sanitary  arrangements  at  Hillborough  School  have  recently  been  modern- 
ized and  are  of  a satisfactory  character. 

At  Herne  School,  the  conveniences  are  situated  at  a distance  of  43 
yards  from  the  schools,  with  an  open  approach  over  the  unpaved  play- 
grounds. The  paving  of  the  playgrounds  is  a badly  needed  improvement 
as  in  wet  weather  the  surface  is  muddy.  The  modernization  of  this 
school  is  a matter  which  might  be  taken  into  consideration  in  the  near 
future. 

The  sanitation  of  the  private  schools  in  the  District  may,  on  the 
whole,  be  considered  satisfactory.  During  the  year,  additional  sanitary 
accommodation  was  required  and  provided  at  a private  college,  and 
sanitary  improvement  was  effected  at  a small  day  school. 
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There  are  approximately  1 1 Boarding  Schools  and  four  private  Day 
Schools  in  the  Urban  District.  The  former  have  accommodation  for 
some  325  boarders,  and  the  latter  about  75  pupils.  Nine  of  the  Boarding 
Schools  also  receive  day  pupils  and  accommodate  some  345  of  these 
scholars. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

On  the  25th  April  a milk  roundsman  w^as  summoned  for  filling  milk 
bottles  in  the  street  on  February  8th  in  the  Urban  District.  The  defend- 
ant, who  did  not  appear,  wrote  expressing  his  regret,  and  was  fined  40s., 
or  one  month’s  imprisonment  in  default  of  payment. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  on  the  26th  September,  under  Section 
27  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  ) Act  1907,  by  the  Urban 
District  Council  in  connection  with  two  temporary  buildings  which  had 
been  erected  by  two  owners  on  plots  on  the  Abbotswood  Estate;  the 
two  defendants  were  found  guilty  and  fined  40s.  each.

The  Council  passed  the  necessary  resolution  to  prepare  a Town 
Planning  Scheme  in  July  1932,  for  the  then  Urban  District.  A Resolu- 
tion was  passed  in  March  1923,  by  the  Blean  Rural  District  Council  for 
that  portion  of  the  Blean  Rural  District  which  is  now  included  within  the 
Urban  District  of  Herne  Bay.  Since  then  the  Draft  Scheme  has  been 
in  course  of  preparation. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. 

The  extension  of  the  District  has  greatly  increased  the  number  of

A preliminary  survey  has  been  made  of  the  cowsheds  and  dairies 
in  the  extended  area,  and  in  several  instances  it  was  found  necesary  to 
take  action  to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  or  breaches  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order.  1 he  works  undertaken  were  as  foil  ows :

It  was  found  that  several  of  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  old  and 
unsuitable,  and  in  some  cases  dilapidated,  and  considerable  improvement 
will  be  necessary  to  make  them  conform  to  a reasonable  standard.  This 
work  will  be  taken  in  hand. 


During  the  year  23  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  despatched 
to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination;  of  these,  18 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  regard  to  the  bacterial  content,  and  5 
were  unsatisfactory.  The  Coliform  Bacillus,  however,  which  is  usually 
attributed  to  manurial  contamination,  was  found  in  1 8 samples  and 
absent  in  5 samples.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  the  cases  where 
the  reports  were  unsatisfactory. 

In  addition,  6 samples  of  milk  were  examined  and  tested  for  tubercle 
bacilli,  and  in  each  instance  negative  reports  were  received. 


Graded  Milk. 

During  the  year,  5 dealers’  licences  were  issued  to  dairymen  to  sell 
Certified”  or  ’Grade  A.  (T.T.)  ” milk,  and  one  to  sell  ’’Pasteurized ’’ 
milk.  The  former  is  produced  at  a dairy  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  produce  the  specified  grades  of  milk,  situated  at  Bridge,  near 
Canterbury,  and  the  ’’Pasteurized”  milk  is  supplied  from  Canterbury, 
where  the  local  Co-operative  Society  have  erected  a dairy  equipped  with 
modern  pasteurizing  plant. 


Ice  Cream. 

The  cleanliness  of  Ice  Cream  Makers’  premises  during  the  summer 
months  is  ensured  by  frequent  inspection.  Four  samples  of  ice  cream 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  three  of  the  laboratory 
reports  being  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory.  The  ’Frigidaire” 
system  of  making  and  storing  ice  cream  is  being  more  generally  adopted 
and  is  much  superior  to  the  old  methods. 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Under  the  Meat  Regulations,  1924,  303  Notices  of  intention  to 
slaughter  animals  for  human  consumption  were  received.  These  were 
followed  by  visits  to  the  Slaughter-houses  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
meat  inspection.  In  ten  instances  only  was  action  found  necessary,  viz: 
Tubercular  heads  of  swine,  4;  diseased  livers,  6.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  District  during  the  year  was  1,440:  (2  oxen,  93 
calves,  766  sheep  and  lambs,  and  5 79  pigs). 

In  the  former  Urban  District  there  were  two  slaughter-houses,  and 
on  the  extension  of  the  boundaries  on  the  1 st  April  two  more  came  under 
the  control  of  the  Council.  The  latter  two  were  licensed  for  a limited 
period  and  on  the  expiration  of  these  licences  one  was  renewe  d for 
a further  period,  while  the  other  was  not  renewed  on  account  of  the 
absence  of  a proper  supply  of  water.  At  the  close  of  the  year  three 
slaughter-houses  ( 1 registered  and  2 licensed)  were  occupied  in  the 
District. 

The  retail  Meat  Shops,  together  with  the  sausage-making  rooms, 
were  inspected.  The  amount  of  unsound  food  surrendered  and  destroyed 
during  the  year  was  3 cwts.  3 qrs.  1 7 lbs. 

Fish  Friers. 

The  Fish  frying  and  Fishmongers’  premises  are  kept  under  observation, 
the  former  being  subject  to  bye-laws.  Fish  frying  is  scheduled  as  an 
“Offensive  Trade’’  in  the  Urban  District,  and  the  written  consent  of  the 
Council  has  to  be  obtained  before  establishing  the  trade  of  a fish  fryer. 
An  application  was  imade  for  the  consent  of  the  Council  in  respect  of  a 
travelling  fish  fryer,  a motor  vehicle  being  used  for  the  purpose.  Con- 
sent in  the  first  instance  was  given  for  three  months,  and  the  fish  frying 
was  limited  to  the  outlying  parts  of  the  District.  At  the  end  of  this 
period,  however,  the  business  was  discontinued. 

Adulteration,  Etc. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Regulations  are  administered 
by  the  County  Council  and  not  by  the  Urban  District  Council. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  and 
supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants 
of  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  “Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910.’’  A supply  is  kept  at  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Office. 

Verminous  Persons. 

There  are  no  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  in  the 
District.  Clothing,  however,  can  be  disinfected  at  the  Disinfecting 
Station. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  42  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  20  in 
eighteen  private  families,  1 6 in  three  Convalescent  Homes,  4 in  two 
private  Boarding-houses,  one  a maid  at  an  Hotel,  and  one  a member  of 
the  staff  of  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isoltaion  Hospital. 

Nine  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  of 
these  three  patients  were  removed  to  Sea  Street  Hospital,  three  to  the 


Blean  Isolation  Hospital,  two  to  one  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals  of  the 
London  County  Council,  and  one  was  nursed  at  home. 

The  remaining  33  cases  were  notified  after  the  1st  April,  and  of 
these  27  were  removed  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital,  four  to  one  of  the  London  County  Council’s  Isolation 
Hospitals,  and  two  were  isolated  and  treated  at  home. 

Three  of  the  cases  in  two  private  families  were  connected  with  the 
cases  at  one  of  the  Boarding  Schools. 

Diphtheria. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year,  13  in 
three  Convalescent  Homes,  and  one,  a boy  of  twelve  years  of  age,  a 
visitor  to  Herne  Bay. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  only  two  cases  occurred,  one  in 
a Convalescent  Home,  and  one  a visitor  staying  at  an  Hotel,  who  was 
removed  to  the  Blean  Isolation  Hospital;  the  former  was  removed  to 
one  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals  of  the  London  County  Council. 

After  the  1 st  April  1 2 cases  were  notified;  of  these  1 0 were  removed 
to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  along  with 
two  “carriers  ” from  one  of  the  Convalescent  Homes;  and  two  to  one  of 
the  London  County  Council’s  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Enteric  Fever. 

The  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  a Nurse,  29  years  of  age;  she  came 
home  ill  on  the  1 st  April  from  London,  where  she  had  been  attending 
Typhoid  patients  in  a Hospital,  and  was  removed  to  the  Herne  Bay 
and  Whitstable  Joint  Hospital  on  the  7th  April.  On  the  21st  April  she 
was  removed  to  the  Cottage  Hospital,  where  she  unfortunately  died. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

The  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  was  a woman  of  72  years  of 
age;  she  unfortunately  died.  This  patient  was  nursed  at  home. 

Chickenpox. 

During  the  year  30  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified  in  the  Urban 
District,  28  in  twenty-four  private  families,  and  two  in  a Children’s 
Home.  Ten  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  only  two  cases  of  Measles  and  one  of 
German  Measles  were  notified  in  two  private  families  and  one  Con- 
valescent Home. 

After  the  1 st  April  there  was  an  extensive  outbreak  of  this  disease, 
and  cases  were  notified  in  342  families,  also  German  Measles  in  five 
families. 

Notification  of  Measles  and  German  Measles. 

The  Minister  of  Health  made  a Rescision  Order  of  the  Regulations 
by  which  these  two  diseases  have  been  notifiable  in  the  H erne  Bay 
Urban  District;  this  was  dated  October  10th  and  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  day  of  November.  Nurse  Johnson,  who  has  been  employed 
for  visiting  cases  of  these  diseases  notified,  ceased  to  be  employed  by  the 
Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council  on  the  3 1 st  December. 

Non-Notifiable  Diseases. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  in  July  in  the  Infants’ 
Department  of  the  Council  School.

DISINFECTION. 


Houses  are  disinfected  following  infectious  disease  by  either  (a) 
fumigation  with  formaldehyde  gas,  or  (b)  spraying  with  a germicide,  or 
both.  Houses  and  bedding  are  also  frequently  disinfected  following  non- 
infectious  illness,  for  which  a small  charge  is  made.

The  bedding,  etc.,  was  disinfected  by  the  steam  apparatus  at  Whitstable 
by  arrangement  with  the  Urban  District  Council  there. 

During  the  year  a second-hand  Ford  Motor  Van  was  purchased  for 
the  transport  of  bedding  to  and  from  the  disinfector,  which  has  proved 
very  useful,  and  is  a much  better  arrangement  than  the  hire  of  lorries 
from  local  contractors  as  was  previously  done. 


In  June,  1933,  it  was  notified  that  the  Steam  Disinfector  at  the 
Public  Assistance  Institution,  Herne  Common,  hitherto  used  by  the 
Council,  was  no  longer  available.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  use 
of  the  steam  disinfector  belonging  to  the  Whitstable  Urban  District 
Council,  which  has  been  hired  on  several  occasions.  In  the  spring  of 
1 934,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Urban 
District  Council  decided  to  provide  a disinfector  for  the  Urban  District, 
and  it  was  resolved  to  apply  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  a loan  to 
purchase  a ‘Bacterol’’  Disinfector,  and  erect  a building  to  house  the 
same.  The  Minister  of  Health  would  not  sanction  a loan  for  the  purpose 
of  the  disinfector,  in  spite  of  a visit  being  paid  to  the  Ministry  by  the  Clerk 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  so  the  Council  decided  to  pay  for 
the  apparatus  by  two  annual  instalments  of  £80  each,  the  Council  having 
been  satisfied,  on  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  after 
an  interview  with  the  Managing  Director  of  Bacterol  Limited,  that  the 
apparatus  was  an  efficient  one.  The  size  of  the  disinfector  is  103 
cubic  feet.  The  apparatus  arrived  on  the  1 7th  December  and  was  duly 
erected  in  the  building  which  had  been  constructed  by  the  Surveyor  for 
the  purpose  of  housing  the  appliance  on  land  purchased  adjoining  the 
Isolation  Hospital.

One  Nursing  Home  closed  voluntarily  in  January,  1930;  one  ceased 
to  exist  in  December,  1 93  1 ; an  additional  Maternity  Home  was  registered 
on  the  3rd  August,  1 932;  and  a Nursing  Home  was  re-registered  in  1 932. 
In  1933  one  Maternity  Home  ceased  to  exist,  and  another  Nursing  Home 
was  re-registered.  There  has  been  no  change  in  1934,  so  that  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  remained  1 2 Nursing  Homes  registered  in  the 
District. 

Of  the  1 2 Nursing  Homes  registered,  one  takes  Maternity  cases 
only  (2  beds);  four  take  Maternity  and  other  cases  (6  beds  for 
Maternity  cases  and  44  for  other  cases)  ; and  the  remaining  seven  Homes 
(118)  beds  do  not  take  Maternity  cases. 

The  Homes  have  been  visited  during  the  year  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Bye-laws  were  made  by  the  Council  on  3rd 
December,  1928. 

) 

Mortuary. 

The  Public  Mortuary,  which  is  situated  in  the  Fire  Station  Yard,  is 
well  lighted  and  ventilated.  The  lower  portion  of  the  wails  are  lined  with 
white  glazed  tiles.  It  has  a cement  floor  which  is  efficiently  drained. 
Th  ere  are  two  white  porcelain  tables,  one  fixed  and  the  other  movable. 
There  is  also  a slab  and  a sink,  and  water  laid  on  with  means  of  providing 
hot  water.  The  building  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  District. 

Meteorological  Records. 

The  sunshine  record  for  the  year  was  1,712.6  hours,  and  the  rain- 
fall 23.01  inches. 

Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry. 

An  inquiry  was  held  on  the  6th  July  by  F.  Gregson  Williams,  Esq., 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  investigate  the  Council’s  applica- 
tion for  a loan  for  a new  Water  Softening  Plant. 

Convalescent  Home. 

At  ‘‘  Clevedon,”  Eastern  Esplanade,  the  Broadstairs  Home  of  the 
Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association,  a new  isolation  block  was  completed 
in  September,  where  inmates  who  are  taken  ill  with  suspicious  symptoms 
can  be  isolated  until  the  diagnosis  has  been  made,  or  patients  suffering 
from  non-notifiable  diseases  such  as  Measles,  Whooping-cough,  etc.,  can 
be  isolated.  This  block  has  been  built  in  the  garden,  it  is  constructed  of 
bricks,  and  contains  a ward  with  five  beds,  a smaller  ward  in  which 
there  are  two  beds,  a nurse’s  bedroom,  kitchen  wi  th  sink,  etc.,  and 
separate  bathroom  and  W.C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  a well  in  the  chalk  situated 
at  Rumfields  on  the  western  side  of  the  district,  and  the  area  of  supply 
includes,  not  only  the  Urban  District,  but  a portion  of  the  Parish  of 
Garlinge  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  as  well.  The  local  supply

is  supplemented  by  water  obtained  from  the  Works  of  the  Margate 
Corporation,  which  are  situated  at  Wingham,  some  1 2 miles  away. 

In  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  Council  Act,  which 
was  passed  in  1 923,  an  Agreement  with  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough 
of  Margate  was  incorporated  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  for  a period 
of  50  years  the  Urban  District  Council  should  be  able  to  obtain  a surplus 
supply  of  water  from  the  Corporation’s  Works  at  Wingham  and  that  not 
less  than  7,500,000  gallons  of  water  per  quarter  should  be  taken  and 
paid  for  at  a rate  which  was  inserted  in  the  Agreement. 

The  well  from  which  the  water  is  obtained  at  Rumfields  is  170 
feet  deep,  and  there  is  one  adit  which  stretches  in  a north-westerly 
direction  for  a distance  of  about  a mile  to  the  boundary  of  the  District. 

There  is  an  efficient  pumping  plant  consisting  of  two  Ruston  and 
Hornsby  three-cylinder  heavy  oil  engines  of  1 65  h.p.  each  with  Mather 
and  Platt’s  high-lift  and  deep  well  turbine  pumps  for  raising  the  water 
from  Rumfields  well,  and  pumping  plant  for  filling  the  elevated  reservoir 
with  softened  water  at  the  rate  of  60,000  gallons  per  hour.  There  are 
two  electric  pumps  for  supplementing  the  supply  to  the  softening  plant. 
The  buildings  are  lighted  by  electricity  generated  on  the  premises. 

In  1913  the  Council  installed  a Haines  Water  Softening  Plant, 
which  reduced  the  hardness  of  the  water  from  about  22°  to  about  10°. 
Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  population  of  the  District,  the  Council  felt 
that  either  the  softening  plant  should  be  enlarged  or  a different  kind 
installed,  and  they  decided  to  install  a new  system  called  the  “Permutit” 
Base-Exchange  process.  An  inquiry  with  regard  to  the  loan  for  this 
plant  was  held  on  the  6th  July  1934  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  when  it  was  explained  that  the  new  proposals  would  cost 
£780  a year  as  compared  with  £1 ,000  a year  under  the  old  system,  plus 
the  cost  of  scraping  the  mains. 

Sanction  to  the  loan  having  been  obtained,  a tender  was  accepted 
from  the  United  Water  Softeners,  Ltd.,  for  the  sum  of  £3,91  1,  and  the 
work  was  put  in  hand  and  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

On  the  28th  February  1935,  the  official  opening  of  the  Water 
Softening  Plant  took  place.  The  process  reduces  the  degree  of  hardness 
from  23°  to  9.2°.  The  water  passes  through  green  sand  which  robs  it 
of  all  hardness  and  impurities,  and  reduces  it  to  zero.  Afterwards  it  is 
raised  to  the  required  degree  of  hardness  by  blending  it  with  hard  water. 
The  building  which  housed  the  old  lime  softening  plant  was  renovated 
and  is  now  a perfectly  decorated  building. 

The  old  lime  treatment  plant  has  been  dispensed  with  and  certain 
alterations  made  to  the  mains  so  that  the  crude  water  is  delivered  direct 
to  the  “Permutit”  Base-Exchange  Water  Softeners.  These  comprise  four 
units  each  9ft.  in  diameter  by  7ft.  high,  constructed  to  withstand  a work- 
ing pressure  of  401bs.  per  square  inch,  and  which  are  capable  of  pro- 
ducing 60,000  gallons  of  blended  water  per  hour. 

The  Margate  water  comes  direct  from  the  Corporation  s reservoir 
at  Fleete,  which  holds  1,000,000  gallons,  to  the  softening  plant.  The 
proportion  of  Margate  water  used  varies,  a larger  percentage  in  the 
summer-time  than  in  the  winter. 

The  Corporation  of  Margate  have  commenced  the  construction  of 
another  reservoir  at  Fleete  to  hold  5,000,000  gallons  of  water  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  their  storage;  the  laying  of  a 20-inch  cast  iron 


water  main  from  Plucks  Gutter  in  the  Parish  of  Stourmouth  to  Fleete  has 
been  completed,  thus  duplicating  the  main  for  a distance  of  about  six 
miles,  in  order  to  improve  their  supply.

Four  samples  taken  in  Broadstairs  for  bacteriological  examination, 
and  1 2 for  chemical  examination  gave  satisfactory  results. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A system  of  main  drainage,  which  is  a partially  combined  one,  was 
provided  some  50  years  ago  for  a portion  of  the  present  Urban  District. 
The  whole  of  the  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  by  an  outfall  sewer 
near  the  North  Foreland.  The  sewage  flows  by  gravitation  except  in  a 
small  area  near  the  Harbour,  where  it  is  raised  by  an  Adams  lift  worked 
by  compressed  air,  with  a 3 -inch  Stereophagus  Pump  to  supplement  the 
Adams  lift,  which  works  automatically,  the  power  being  derived  from  an 
electric  motor. 

In  the  year  1 928  a scheme  was  commenced  for  dealing  with 
portions  of  the  district  hitherto  not  sewered  and  for  providing  a new 
outfall  sewer,  and  a screening  chamber  situated  at  the  North  Foreland. 
The  work  has  been  finished  with  the  exception  of  the  outfall  sewer. 
The  present  outfall  sewer,  which  is  600  feet,  will  be  extended  1 ,000  feet, 
and  the  new  outfall  sewer  will  be  of  the  same  length. 

The  work  of  sewering  the  Dumpton  District,  for  which  the 
Ministry  sanctioned  a loan  of  £ 1 1,1  60,  was  commenced  in  October  1933, 
and  the  Surveyor  reported  at  the  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  in 
June  1934,  that  the  work  had  been  completed.  The  actual  cost  was 
£9,625  1 7s.  3d.,  showing  a saving  of  £1 ,534  2s.  9d.,  and  it  was  resolved 
to  ask  permission  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  spend  this  money  on 
the  laying  of  a sewer  on  the  Ramsgate /Margate  Road,  the  cost  of  which 
was  estimated  to  be  £1  ,550;  this  work  was  carried  out  in  the  autumn. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  January  1934, 
it  was  resolved  to  recommend  the  Council  to  direct  the  Surveyor  to 
prepare  plans  for  sewering  the  remaining  portion  of  the  District. 

In  October  the  Urban  District  Council  approved  the  recommen  da- 
tion  of  the  Health  Committee  that  application  should  be  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  permission  to  borrow  £12,240  Os.  6d.  for  the 
purpose  of  works  of  sewerage  in  the  Kingsgate  and  Northdown  areas. 
Eleven  tenders  were  received  for  the  work,  and  that  of 
Mr.  W.  J.  Ballard,  of  Broadstairs,  for  £1  1,822  Os.  6d.,  was  accepted. 

The  scheme  was  slightly  modified  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
work  is  now  in  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  in  1935. 
Practically  the  whole  of  the  District  will  then  be  sewered,  with  the 
exception  of  a few  roads  undeveloped,  and  certain  private  streets; 
these  latter  will  be  dealt  with  in  due  course  under  the  Private  Street 
Works  Act  1 892.

Three  privy-midden  closets  have  been  converted  into  the  water 
carriage  system  and  fifteen  cesspools  have  been  abolished  during  the 
year. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  by  horse-drawn  vehicles  and  disposed  of  by 
salvage  and  incineration.  From  the  Nursing  Homes  and  Schools  it  is 
collected  three  times  weekly;  from  the  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses 
daily  during  the  summer,  and  twice  weekly  during  the  winter;  from 
dwelling-houses  it  is  collected  twice  weekly  throughout  the  year. 


The  amount  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  ended  3 1 st  March 
1934  was  3,800  tons,  at  a total  cost  of  £I  ,725,  or  9s.  1 d.  per  ton.  The 
cost  of  disposal  amounted  to  £1,  256,  or  5s.  1 Id.  per  ton.  The  amount 
recovered  from  salvage  was  £216. 


There  are  no  ashpits  in  the  Urban  District,  all  premises  having 
portable  dust-bins.  Every  effort  is  made  to  see  that  these  are  kept  in 
order  and  95  have  been  renewed  during  the  year  as  a result  of  notices 
served  upon  owners  or  occupiers  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


The  Urban  District  Council  arranged  wi  th  M essrs.  Heenan  and 
Froude,  Engineers,  Worcester,  to  erect  a combined  salvage  and  incinera- 
tion plant  for  dealing  with  their  house  refuse,  and  the  works  came  into 
use  at  the  beginning  of  December,  1930.  The  incinerator  consists  of 
two  cells  or  furnaces  with  a common  combustion  chamber.  The  forced 
draught  system  consists  of  motor-driven  centrifugal  fan.  The  combustion 
chamber  is  connected  with  an  all-brick  chimney  1 20  feet  high  above 
ground  level. 


It  was  found  that  a certain  amount  of  dust  was  being  emitted 
from  the  chimney,  and  to  obviate  any  nuisance  by  this  the  Council  have 
recently  had  installed  a Water  Dust  Trap  between  the  combustion 
chamber  and  the  chimney  shaft.  This  work  was  also  carried  out  by 
Messrs.  Heenan  and  Froude. 


There  are  only  a few  houses  in  the  Urban  District  with  pail  clc^sets  or 
earth  closets,  these  are  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  and  are  cleansed 
by  the  occupiers,  the  contents  being  disposed  of  on  the  land.  Where 
CCSSfDOols  3.TG  ITT  CXlStCTlCG  the  occupiers  make  their  own  arrangements 
for  having  them  emptied,  the  Council  loaning  their  pumping  plant  for 
this  purpose;  the  contents  are  disposed  of  on  farm  lands.

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

The  encampment,  situate  in  Camden  Road,  consisting  of  eleven 
caravans  and  three  tents,  was  kept  under  observation  throughout  the  year. 
One  caravan  was  replaced  by  a brick-built  bungalow  consisting  of  three 
bedrooms  and  a living  room,  in  which  the  family  are  now  housed.  A 
water  closet  has  been  constructed  and  drained  to  a cesspool. 

Two  caravans  are  served  by  an  “Elsan”  Chemical  Closet;  the 
remainder  have  pail-closets,  the  structures  of  which  are  wood. 

Water  is  obtained  from  three  stand-pipes  connected  to  the  Council’s 
water  main. 

The  tents  and  one  of  the  caravans  are  away  from  the  District  for 
several  months  of  the  year,  others  remain  on  the  site  during  the  whole 
of  the  year. 

During  the  summer  a considerable  number  of  people  were  found  to 
be  camping  within  the  Urban  District,  chiefly  in  the  following  areas: 
Elmwood  Farm  and  Reading  Street,  Dumpton  Park,  Bromstone,  White- 
ness Road  and  Kingsgate  Avenue. 

Repeated  visits  were  made  to  107  tents,  marquees  and  caravans 
occupied  by  approximately  278  persons. 
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Little  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  organized  camps  of  Boy 
Scouts  and  similar  bodies,  but  in  several  instances  where  small  parties 
were  camping,  informal  action  was  found  necessary  in  respect  of  dirty 
surroundings  of  the  tents  and  improper  disposal  of  refuse. 

Water  supplies  and  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. No  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  any  of  the  camps. 

Town  Planning. 

On  the  9th  December  1 929  the  Council  passed  a resolution  to 
prepare  a Town  Planning  Scheme  in  respect  of  an  area  approximately 
two-thirds  of  the  area  of  the  Urban  District. 

Then  on  the  22nd  September  1930  they  passed  a resolution  to 
prepare  a Town  Planning  Scheme  in  respect  of  an  area  at  Kingsgate. 
The  two  schemes  were  combined,  the  total  area  dealt  with  being  2,138 
acres. 

On  the  7th  November  1932  the  Council  passed  a resolution 
adopting  a Preliminary  Statement  of  Proposals  for  Development. 

On  the  20th  April  1933,  a local  Inquiry  was  held  by  an  Inspector 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the  Council’s  proposals. 

The  Preliminary  Statement  was  approved,  with  modifications,  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  23rd  March  1 934. 

The  greater  part  of  the  area  of  the  scheme  is  zoned  so  as  to  permit 
of  the  erection  of  residential  buildings  and  private  schools  only,  except 
by  special  consent  of  the  Council.  Provision  is  made  for  a few  shopping 
areas.  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  to  be  allowed  per  acre  varies 
from  four  on  the  coast,  to  twelve  in  the  west  of  the  District,  half  of 
the  area  being  zoned  at  twelve  to  the  acre. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk:  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922. 

There  are  39  retail  purveyors  of  milk  on  the  register  for  the 
District;  of  these,  8 are  registered  in  respect  of  13  dairies  within  the 
Urban  District,  1 1 are  selling  milk  within  the  District  from  outside 
areas,  and  20  are  registered  to  sell  milk  in  sealed  containers  only. 

There  were  8 new  additions  to  the  register  during  1 934,  and  two  per- 
sons have  given  up  business  and  ceased  to  retail. 

There  are  6 producers  of  milk  in  the  District,  being  registered  in 
respect  of  7 premises.  The  number  of  cows  kept  is  approximately  1 20. 

Ninety-three  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  drainage  of  one  cowshed  and  dairy  has 
been  reconstructed,  the  floor  of  another  cowshed  has  been  reconstructed 
and  properly  drained. 

The  premises  generally  have  been  kept  very  clean,  and  it  was 
found  unnecessary  to  take  any  action  with  respect  to  the  cleanliness  of 
cows,  cowsheds  or  utensils  used  in  the  production  or  storage  of  milk.

There  is  also  one  producer  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
produce  “Certified”  milk,  and  one  producer  licensed  by  the  County 
Council  to  produce  “Grade  A ” milk. 

Two  dairymen  have  had  installed  Pasteurizing  Plants  during  the 
year  and  have  been  licensed  by  the  Local  Authority  to  pasteurize  and  to 
sell  milk  as  Pasteurized.  Both  plants  are  of  the  “Holder”  type,  one  being 
an  Aluminium  Plant  and  Vessel  Company’s  “Tarbet  Positive  Holder”; 
and  the  other  a “Batch  Pasteurizer”  by  Messrs.  Snelling,  Burnard  Co.,

The  producers  of  the  Graded  milk  samples  which  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory  were  dealt  with  by  the  Licensing  Authorities. 

The  producers  and  retailers  of  the  samples  of  “Ordinary ’’  milk 
are  notified  of  the  results  of  the  examination  of  all  samples. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  of  milk  submitted  by  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector, 9 samples  of  “Grade  A”  milk  were  taken  from  a producer 
within  the  Urban  District  and  submitted  by  the  Police  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council,  the  Licensing  Authority;  of  these  7 proved  to  comply 
with  the  required  standard  and  2 did  not  comply.

Sample  No.  5 is  a “follow-up  ” sample  to  No.  1 , and  shows  a remark- 
able improvement  on  the  previous  sample. 

All  the  premises  have  been  visited  and  the  methods  of  production, 
storage  and  distribution  investigated,  and  advice  given  as  to  the  proper 
sterilization  of  all  utensils  and  materials  used. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.— Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  five  registered  slaughter-houses  in  the  District.  Five 
hundred  and  thirteen  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year.  The  premises  have  been  kept  reasonably 
clean,  and  only  in  two  instances  has  attention  had  to  be  called  to  un- 
cleanliness, one  for  limewashing  and  one  for  the  unsatisfactory  storage 
of  offal  pending  removal. 

The  butchers  have  given  every  assistance  in  the  detection  of 
diseased  and  unsound  meat,  and  it  has  been  unnecessary  to  take  legal 
proceedings  as  all  diseased  and  unsound  meat  has  been  surrendered 
voluntarily. 

Slaughtering  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January  1934,  but  prior 
to  this  date  the  Council  resolved  that  Section  1 of  the  Act  should,  on 
and  from  the  1st  January  1934,  apply  to  sheep,  ewes,  wethers,  rams 
and  lambs. 

Twelve  applications  to  be  licensed  in  accordance  with  Section  3 of 
the  Act,  to  slaughter  in  a slaughter-house  or  knacker’s  yard,  were 
received.  The  applicants  were  approved  and  licences  granted  for  a 
period  of  three  years.

Bakehouses. 

There  are  1 2 bakehouses  on  the  register  of  the  Urban  District,  of 
these  two  are  underground  bakehouses.  Sixty-eight  visits  were  made  to 


these  premises  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year.  Five  of  the 
occupiers  were  dealt  with  informally  for  the  limewashing  of  the  bake- 
house. 


Fishmongers. 

The  collection  and  destruction  of  the  fish  offal  from  these  premises 
by  the  Council  has  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  has  proved  satis- 
factory. The  offal  is  stored  in  galvanized  iron  bins  with  covers  pending 
removal.  These  bins  are  collected  thrice  weekly  and  a clean  bin  left 
at  the  premises.  The  full  bins  are  taken  direct  to  the  Refuse  Destructor 
and  there  emptied  into  a special  chamber,  the  bins  being  afterwards 
washed  before  being  returned.  Very  few  complaints  have  been  received 
during  the  year,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  premises  clear  of 
any  offensive  material. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  against  the 
disposal  of  offal  by  fish  hawkers  coming  into  the  District  from  outside 
areas. 


Offensive  Trades. 


There  are  two  fish-frying  premises  in  the  District  scheduled 
offensive  trades.”  Both  premises  are  fitted  with  modern  “Acme” 
frying  ranges  equipped  with  “Ozonair”  Patent  Deodorizing  Apparatus. 
Seventeen  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  throughout  the  year;  they 
were  found  to  be  clean  and  well  kept.

Of  the  1 6 samples  of  food  analyzed,  one  informal  sample  of  sausage 
proved  to  contain  250.0  parts  per  million  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  was 
not  labelled  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations.  The  vendor  was 
cautioned.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Supply  op  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge 
and  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for  the  use  of  the  poorer  in- 
habitants of  the  District,  in  accordance  with  the  “Diphtheria  Anti-toxin 
(Outside  London)  Order,  1910.’’  A supply  is  kept  at  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Office  and  also  at  the  County  Police  Station. 

Verminous  Persons. 

There  are  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  in  the 
District  at  the  Disinfecting  Station,  and  their  belongings  can  be  disin- 
fected in  the  steam  disinfector. 


Scarlet  Fever. 


During  the  year  67  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the  Urban 
District,  20  in  sixteen  private  families;  35  in  five  Convalescent  Homes; 
1 0 in  four  private  Boarding  Schools;  and  two  in  a Children’s  Home.  One 
of  the  cases  in  a private  family  was  a “Return  ” case;  and  in  the  case  of 
another  private  family  where  three  cases  were  notified,  it  appeared  as  if 
the  infection  had  been  introduced  by  another  child  in  the  family  who 
had  been  discharged  from  a London  Fever  Hospital.  Sixty-four  of  the 
patients  were  removed  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for 
isolation  and  treatment;  two  were  isolated  in  the  Sanatorium  attached 
to  the  School;  and  one,  a boy  at  a private  Boarding  School,  was  removed 
to  his  home  at  Margate.  Two  of  the  patients  in  the  Isolation  Hospital 
unfortunately  died. 

Diphtheria. 


Thirty-five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  23  in  eight  Con- 
valescent Homes;  1 1 in  eight  private  families;  and  one  in  a Children’s 
Home.  As  a result  of  swabbing  the  contacts  of  the  cases  19  “carriers” 
were  found  in  one  Convalescent  Home,  one  in  another  Convalescent 
Home,  and  one  in  the  Children’s  Home.  All  the  patients  were  removed 
to  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  as  were  also  two  of  the 
carriers.  ” The  other  “carriers  ” were  isolated  in  the  Sanatoria  attached 
to  the  Convalescent  Homes.  One  of  the  patients  unfortunately  died 
whilst  in  Hospital. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

One  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  was  notified,  a single  woman  of 
72  years  of  age;  she  was  removed  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital,  where  she  unfortunately  died. 


Chickenpox. 

Of  the  62  cases  of  Chickenpox  notified,  42  occurred  in  four  Con- 
valescent Homes,  1 2 in  two  private  Boarding  Schools,  and  8 in  eight 
private  families. 

Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

In  June  and  July  an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  the 
Urban  District.

DISINFECTION. 

Premises. 

The  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  after  all  cases  of 
notifiable  infectious  diseases,  or  any  other  diseases  where  the  medical 
practitioner  especially  desires  disinfection;  also  after  deaths  from 
notifiable  and  non-notifiable  diseases,  and  other  causes  if  deemed 
necessary. 

The  two  main  methods  adopted  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms  are 
by  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants.  As  to  which  is  used  is  a matter  of 
expediency.  Formalin  gas  is  used  for  the  former,  and  for  liquid  disin- 
fection a formalin  spray  is  used. 

Two  hundred  and  ten  rooms  have  been  disinfected  during  the  year. 
Bedding  and  Clothing. 

This  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Disinfecting  Station.  Infected 
clothing,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a special  van  before  the  disinfection  of  the 
premises. 

A Washington-Lyons  disinfecting  apparatus  is  used  for  this  work. 
Leather  goods,  etc.,  which  do  not  stand  steam  disinfection,  are  set 
aside  and  treated  by  the  gaseous  method.  Books  are  either  destroyed 
or  disinfected  by  the  gaseous  method.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-four 
parcels  of  bedding  have  been  steam  disinfected  during  the  year.

The  Council  is  endeavouring,  with  the  aid  of  Grants, 
to  arrange  for  the  Canterbury  Water  Company  to  take  a main  to  both 
New  H ouse  Road  and  Iffin  Lane  in  the  Thamngton  Without  area.

On  July  5th  a visit  was  paid  to  the  District  by  an  Inspector  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  water  supply. 
He  met  the  Council’s  officials  and  discussed  matters  with  them,  and 
inspected  certain  Parishes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council  on 
the  1st  April,  1934,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  devoted  much 
time  and  attention  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  District,  which  as 
will  be  understood,  is  a large  one,  a population  of  over  1 6,000  and  an 
area  of  approximately  56,000  acres. 

Various  difficulties  have  been  met  with  in  connection  with  this  District; 
first  of  all  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  Sanitary  Inspector  had  to 
be  considered,  and  the  Council  had  to  decide  whether  they  would  employ 
the  former  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Blean  Rural  District  and  the  former 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Building  Surveyor  of  the  Bridge  Rural  District, 
or  whether  they  would  appoint  the  former  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Build- 
ing Surveyor  of  the  Bridge  Rural  District  as  Sanitary  Inspector  only  and 
give  him  an  assistant;  this  they  decided  to  do  on  the  28th  June,  1934; 
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and  after  advertising,  an  assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  at  a salary  of  £150 
a year  was  appointed  on  the  26th  July.  On  the  21st  January  this  year, 
he  met  with  a motor  accident  when  driving  his  own  second-hand  sports 
car  in  the  performance  of  his  duty.  He  is  still  unfit  and  is  at  the 
present  time  on  three  months’  leave  of  absence.  A temporary  assistant 
Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  on  the  25th  March,  a capable  energetic 
young  man. 

In  this  large  area  there  are  only  two  sewerage  schemes  in  operation, 
one  for  the  Parish  of  Harbledown  and  one  for  the  village  of  Hersden, 
All  the  rest  of  the  sewage  disposal  in  the  District  is  by  means  of  privies, 
pail  closets,  or  W.C.’s  and  drains  to  cesspools. 

As  regards  the  Harbledown  Sewerage  Scheme,  the  Works  have 
been  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  for  many  years  and  have  been  the 
subjects  of  reports  by  the  previous  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  from  time  to  time,  and  the  Council  have  had 
the  matter  under  consideration.  Feeling  that  the  condition  could  not 
be  allowed  to  continue,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  presented  a report  to 
the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the  14th  November,  1934,  and  on 
the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  Council  decided  to 
engage  the  services  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Bartlett,  Civil  Engineer,  of  1 7,  Victoria 
Street,  London,  to  give  a general  opinion  as  to  the  capacity  and  efficiency 
of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Harbledown.  A report  was  presented 
from  him  to  the  Public  Flealth  Committee  on  the  13th  February  1935, 
and  is  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

As  regards  the  drainage  of  the  village  of  Hersden,  the  Works  were 
installed  some  six  years  ago  and  are  of  only  a temporary  character, 
the  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  discharging  into  the  River  Stour. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  need  of  economy  in  1931,  a scheme  for  the 
sewering  of  the  Parishes  of  Sturry,  Westbere  and  Chislet  by  means  of 
a main  sewer  laid  along  the  Canterbury-Margate  Road  and  discharging 
to  Disposal  Works  in  the  Marshes,  would  by  this  time  have  been  in 
operation,  and  the  Hersden  Works  would  have  ceased  to  exist. 

Public  Cleansing. 

In  eight  Parishes  m the  old  Bridge  District  a scheme  is  in  operation 
for  scavenging  and  cesspool  emptying,  which  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  other  parts 
of  the  Bridge-Blean  District  contractors  are  employed  for  scavenging 
and  cesspool  emptying,  except  in  the  Parishes  of  Sturry  and  Westbere. 

All  this  work  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  a large  portion  of  his  time  is  devoted  to  this  important  duty.  Un- 
fortunately during  the  last  year  additional  work  has  been  imposed  on  the 
Health  Department  by  the  inspection  of  houses  in  connection  with  the 
programme  of  Housing  required  by  the  Minister  of  Health;  the  in- 
spection of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  connection  with  the  provision 
of  milk  for  school  children;  and  numerous  complaints  have  required 
attention.  In  fact,  the  work  has  been  more  than  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
could  adequately  perform. 

Difficulties  have  been  caused  unfortunately  by  unnecessary  and 
sometimes  exaggerated  complaints  having  been  made,  which  required 
investigation  and  leports 
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The  following  is  a report  of  tl^e  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  and  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  area: 

Rivers  and  Streams. 


River  Stour. — Serious  pollution  occurred  above  Fordwich  on  the 
4th  June  as  a result  of  which  hundreds  of  dead  fish  were  observed  at 
Fordwich  Bridge.  Investigations  were  made  and  the  water  noticed  to 
be  a lightish  brown  colour.  Samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  examination,  the  result  pointing  principally  to  the 
lack  of  oxygen  in  the  water.  The  river  was  low  and  it  was  thought  that 
as  a weed  tie  was  at  that  time  liberated  the  sewage  matter  was  released 
into  the  river,  depriving  it  of  oxygen  and  killing  the  fish.  No  pollution 
of  such  a nature  has  been  observed  since. 

There  is  still  pollution  of  the  Stour  from  an  open  ditch,  which 
receives  sewage  from  several  houses  in  Sturry  Village.  The  Council  has 
had  this  ditch  cleaned  out,  but  practically  crude  sewage  is  always  lying 
there  and  causing  a nuisance.

Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging. 

The  whole  of  the  Blean  side,  including  Sturry,  Hersden,  Upstreet 
and  Westbere  had  an  ash  collection  until  3 1 st  December  1934;  this  work 
was  carried  out  by  a private  Contractor  with  horses  and  carts.  Difficulty 
was  experienced  in  finding  suitable  dumping  grounds,  and  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  the  refuse  had  to  go  to  Canterbury,  but  soon 
after  the  formation  of  the  present  Council  this  refuse  was  dumped  at 
Fordwich.  The  Sturry  Contractor,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  rid 
of  the  refuse,  created  a dump  on  his  field  at  Sturry,  near  houses,  which 
caused  a nuisance.  Notice  was  served  and  the  refuse  removed. 

As  the  Contracts  expired  on  31st  December  1934,  the  Council 
asked  for  fresh  tenders  and  allowed  persons  to  tender  with  Motor  Trans- 
port, as  a result  of  which  a Contractor  secured  the  Contract  to  “ Remove 
household  refuse  from  Sturry,  Hersden,  Hoath,  Blean  and  Chislet  by 
Motor.”  This  Contract  expires  on  30th  June  1935,  and  is  a great 
advantage  on  the  old  system;  also  it  is  easier  to  deal  with  one  Contractor 
th  an  with  several. 

The  whole  of  the  above  household  refuse  is  now  deposited  at  the 
Council’s  dump  at  Fordwich  under  control,  where  a definite  system  of 
Controlled  Tipping  ” will  soon  be  in  progress. 

The  Contractor  who  carried  out  the  work  of  scavenging  pails  at 
Westbere  and  the  ashbins  of  Sturry,  Hersden  and  Upstreet  had  done  the 
work  for  about  1 7 years,  and  the  Blean  Contractor  for  about  the  same 
time.  He  also  did  several  cesspools  at  Sturry  which  are  now  done  by  the 
Sturry  lorry.  The  pails  at  Westbere  were  emptied  by  this  Contractor 
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at  a cost  of  £1  per  week.  This  is  now  done  by  the  cesspool  lorry.  The 
Parish  of  Blean  was  scavenged  by  open  carts,  and  the  Contractor  found 
his  own  dump,  which  was  an  unsatisfactory  method  and  usually  resulted 
in  unsightly  loads  of  ashes  and  tins  being  dumped  in  cart  tracts  and  other 
pieces  of  land  with  no  control.  The  same  conditions  as  above  applied 
to  the  Parish  of  Hoath. 

By  the  re-arranging  of  the  Scavenging  of  the  Blean  side  of  the 
area,  a saving  has  been  effected  of  approximately  £220  for  the  six  months 
ending  30th  June,  1935. 

On  the  Bridge  side  of  the  area,  the  Parish  of  Thanington  Without 
is  definitely  in  need  of  this  service  both  for  cesspools  and  household 
refuse.  Most  of  the  houses,  which  are  of  an  Urban  type,  are  limited  in 
the  garden  ground  and  find  difficulty  in  disposing  of  household  refuse. 
Complaints  of  rubbish  being  dumped  by  the  river  and  in  various  parts 
of  the  Parish  were  received,  and  owing  to  the  number  of  houses  being 
built  and  the  urban  character  of  the  Parish  on  the  Ashford  Road, 
scavenging  is  essential. 

Cesspool  Emptying,  etc. 

The  Parishes  of  Blean,  Chislet  and  Hoath  have  no  pail  collections, 
but  cesspools  are  emptied  by  private  contractors  with  horse  tackle,  a 
very  slow,  laborious  and  antiquated  method,  and  entirely  out  of  date. 
Difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  competition  for  the  contracts  owing 
to  the  lack  of  horses,  and  the  ever-increasing  difficulty  of  obtaining  suit- 
able dumping  grounds,  which  is  becoming  more  acute  as  the  District 
is  being  gradually  filled  in  with  houses.  With  the  present  tackle  it  is 
difficult  to  avoid  spilling  the  liquid  on  the  road,  and  the  process  is  ex- 
tremely slow  to  the  dumping  grounds  which,  as  building  proceeds,  are 
getting  farther  away.  Also  the  Contractors  find  increasing  difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  men  for  the  work,  which  is  very  unpleasant. 

In  my  opinion  a pail  collection  should  be  inaugurated  for  Broad 
Oak,  as  the  people  here  find  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  ground  in  which 
to  dig  the  pail  contents. 

The  Parishes  of  Sturry  and  Westbere  have  the  cesspools  emptied 
with  a 400  gallon  Fordson  pump.  This  is  a useful  vehicle,  but  the 
capacity  is  too  small  for  the  job  in  hand,  and  necessitates  too  much  run- 
ning to  and  from  the  houses  to  the  dump.  This  is  more  noticeable  as 
the  cesspools  of  Sturry  are  all  of  a very  large  size  and  water-tight;  also 
a number  of  houses  have  been,  and  are  being  built,  so  that  the  work  of 
the  lorry  is  greatly  increased  since  it  was  bought.  Main  drainage  for 
Sturry  is  essential,  but  in  the  event  of  this  not  being  forthcoming,  a lorry 
of  a much  greater  capacity  is  needed  to  deal  with  the  ever-increasing 
number  of  cesspools. 

The  closely  built  area  of  Sturry  has  a system  of  pails;  these  in 
many  cases  have  to  be  carried  through  the  houses,  and  the  village  is 
badly  in  need  of  draining. 

In  the  village  of  Upstreet  there  is  an  open  ditch  which  receives 
sewage  and  causes  a nuisance,  and  main  drainage  is  desirable. 

In  the  Parish  of  Thanington  Without  I 5 houses  on  the  Ashford 
Road  and  Tonford  Lane  drain  into  a combined  drain  and  empty  into  a 
septic  tank.  This  has  been  in  use  about  nine  years  and  caused  no  trouble. 
Main  water  was  connected  to  the  area  in  1933. 
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A complaint  was  received  in  May,  1934,  that  the  septic  tank  in 
question  was  overflowing  on  to  adjoining  land,  and  an  inspection  was 
made  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  following  is  from  the 
report  presented  to  the  Council; 

“ As  suggested  by  Dr.  Watts,  I asked  the  owner  of  the  land 
if  he  would  be  prepared  to  dig  herring-bone  trenches  into  his  land 
so  as  to  take  the  overflow.  He  has  written  saying  he  will  be  pre- 
pared to  dig  the  necessary  trenches  for  the  sum  of  £3,  and  to  keep 
them  in  order  for  Is.  Od.  per  week.” 

The  Council  decided  this  expense  was  one  for  the  owners,  and  could 
not  legally  be  borne  by  the  Council,  and  I was  accordingly  instructed 
to  interview  them  wi  th  a view  to  getting  the  work  done.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  10th  July,  1934,  I reported: 

” that  owing  to  the  short  time  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
I have  not  had  time  to  interview  the  owners  of  the  properties  here 
affected,  but  intend  to  do  so  at  a very  early  date.” 

After  the  above-mentioned  meeting  I endeavoured  to  get  the  matter 
put  right  and  reported  on  1 1 th  September,  1934,  as  foil  ows : 

In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  instructions  I have  en- 
deavoured to  arrange  with  the  man  on  whose  land  the  septic 
tank  is,  to  draw  the  cost  of  the  work  from  the  owners,  but  this  is 
very  difficult  in  working.  If  Thanington  was  scavenged  this  work 
would  be  done  by  the  scheme,  and  in  view  of  the  Special  meeting 
to  discuss  the  matter  I would  suggest  that  it  be  deferred  until  after 
that  meeting. 

” There  is  now  a considerable  number  of  houses  in  Tonford 
Lane,  and  the  inhabitants,  because  they  have  no  refuse  collection, 
are  depositing  used  tins  and  refuse  near  the  river.” 

The  Council  deferred  the  matter  until  after  the  Special  meeting; 
as  this  meeting  did  not  materigilize  until  the  1 5 th  May,  1935,  this  matter 
could  not  receive  attention  before. 

General. 

The  present  Contractors  report  that  great  difficulty  has  been  ex- 
perienced by  them  in  their  endeavour  to  successfully  carry  out  their 
work  owing  to  what  they  consider  to  be  organized  opposition,  an  d Mr. 
Cardy,  the  cesspool  contractor  to  Blean  and  Hoath  Parishes,  writes  as 
follows : 

Certain  persons  have  followed  the  carts  to  the  dumps  and 
have  done  their  utmost  to  persuade  the  owners  not  to  let  us  dump 
there,  and  have  incited  the  nearby  residents  to  complain  direct  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health.” 

Mr.  A.  Taylor,  the  contractor  for  household  refuse,  writes: 

I am  quite  aware  that  some  of  the  residents  of  Sturry  are 
trying  to  make  it  unpleasant  for  me,  such  as  filling  up  their  bins 
with  tufts  of  grass,  etc.” 

In  connection  with  the  trouble  experienced  on  the  Blean  side  of 
the  area  with  scavenging,  and  of  the  desire  to  scavenge  the  remaining 
portions  of  the  Bridge  area,  ten  suggested  schemes  have  been  prepared 
and  considered  by  the  Council,  but  for  various  reasons  nine  have  not  been 
accepted.  This  has  meant  a great  deal  of  time  and  trouble,  mostly  at 
a time  when  the  Department  was  short  staffed.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. 

In  the  new  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  there  are  some  1 46 
premises  concerned  in  the  production  and  retailing  of  milk.  A num- 
ber of  these  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  visited  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  since  the  1st  April,  1934; 
there  appears  to  be  room  for  much  improvement  at  some  of  the 
premises  to  bring  them  up  to  a satisfactory  standard. 


There  is  one  Producer  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
produce  and  sell  “Certified”  and  “Grade  A.  (Tuberculin  Tested)”  milk; 
one  Producer  licensed  by  the  County  Council  to  produce  and  sell  “Grade 
A.”  milk;  and  two  Producers,  outside  the  District,  are  licensed  by  the 
Rural  District  Council  to  sell  “Pasteurised”  milk  in  the  District. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. — Slaughter-houses  and  Public  Health  Meat 
Regulations. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1 3 slaughter-houses  were  in  use,  viz. : 
Registered — 8 . Licensed — 5 .

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  and 
supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants 
of  the  district,  in  accordance  with  the  “Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910.”  A supply  is  kept  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Verminous  Persons. 


There  are  no  facilities  in  this  District  for  the  cleansing  and  disin- 
fection of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
in  the  Blean  Rural  District,  2 in  two  private  families  and  one  a member 
of  the  staff  at  the  Blean  Isolation  Hospital,  to  which  Hospital  the  two 
former  cases  were  removed  for  isolation  and  treatment. 

In  the  Bridge  District  1 1 cases  were  notified  during  the  first  quarter, 
in  nine  private  families.  These  patients  were  removed  to  the  Bekes- 
bourne  Sanatorium  for  treatment. 

There  were  3 7 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  after  the  1st  April 
in  the  new  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District,  33  in  twenty-five  private 
families,  3 in  one  private  Boarding  School,  and  one  a maid  at  a Summer 
School.  All  the  patients,  with  the  exception  of  two  who  were  nursed  at 
home,  were  removed  to  Hospital  for  treatment,  30  to  Bekesbourne 
Sanatorium,  and  5 to  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Eastry  Rural  District 
Council.  Four  of  the  cases  were  “Return  ” cases. 

Diphtheria. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
notified  in  the  Blean  Rural  District,  nor  the  Bridge  District. 

There  were  1 3 cases  notified  after  the  1 st  April  in  the  new  Bridge- 
Blean  Rural  District,  these  occurred  in  ten  private  families.  All  the 
patients,  with  five  “carriers’”  who  were  found  by  swabbing  contacts, 
were  removed  to  the  Bekesbourne  Sanatorium  for  isolation  and  treat- 
ment, where  one  of  them,  a child  of  two  years  of  age,  died  two  days 
after  admission.  Eight  of  the  thirteen  cases  occurred  in  the  village  of 
Littlebourne,  two  in  Sturry,  one  Pett  Bottom,  one  Kingston  and  one  in 
Chartham.  The  five  “carriers  ” were  found  in  Littlebourne. 

The  outbreak  which  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Littlebourne  and 
neighbourhood  was  connected  to  the  Littlebourne  Church  of  England 
School.  Prompt  measures  were  taken  to  deal  with  the  situation,  the 
school  was  visited,  leaflets  were  distributed,  swabs  were  taken  from  all 
the  children  in  the  school,  certain  children  were  excluded,  the  school 
was  disinfected,  and  the  outbreak  fortunately  came  to  an  end. 


Non-Notifiable  Diseases. 

In  the  spring  an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  at  the 
Chislet  Hersden  Temporary  Council  School. 

In  June  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles  at  the  Blean  Council 
School;  also  a few  cases  of  this  disease  at  the  Chislet  Hersden  Temporary 
Council  School;  then  in  August  a number  of  cases  occurred  at  Hoath 
Council  School. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Mumps  during  November  and  December 
at  Littlebourne  School.

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Included  in  the  foregoing  totals  are  two  cases  (Pulmonary)  who 
came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  otherwise  than 
by  notification. 

Disinfection. 

On  taking  over  his  appointment  on  the  1st  April  1 934,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  found  that  there  was  a steam  disinfector  installed  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Bekesbourne,  a low  pressure  “ Thresh,”  which  he 
understood  was  about  40  years  old;  it  seemed  doubtful  whether  it  had 
been  used,  and  so  he  arranged  for  it  to  be  tested  for  efficiency  by  the 
County  Bacteriologist.  This  was  done  on  the  28th  May  1934,  and  a 
report  was  received  as  follows: 

‘The  tests  were  carried  out  under  stringent  conditions,  and  I 
am  of  opinion  that  if  the  disinfector  is  used  intelligently  with  the 
goods  to  be  disinfected,  not  in  too  great  quantity  or  too  tightly 
packed,  this  disinfector  can  be  regarded  as  reliable  for  the  ordinary 
requirements  of  public  health  disinfection.” 

Then  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  found  that  there  was  no  vehicle 
provided  to  remove  bedding  and  other  articles  to  the  disinfector;  and  in 
his  first  report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  April  1934,  he  sug- 
gested that  a motor  van  be  purchased  and  fitted  up  for  the  purpose.  He 
raised  the  question  again  at  the  August  meeting,  and  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector pointed  out  the  difficulty  there  was  in  obtaining  a motor  lorry 
to  carry  articles  to  and  from  the  disinfector.  At  the  September  meet- 
ing the  Public  Health  Committee  resolved  to  ask  the  Eastry  Rural  District 
Council  whether  articles  for  disinfection  could  be  removed  in  the 
ambulance  with  the  patient,  and  that  Council  agreed  to  this  procedure; 
but  of  course  the  articles,  after  disinfection,  have  to  be  returned  to  the 
house  of  the  patient  in  a lorry;  and  then  if  disinfection  is  to  be  carried 
out  in  connection  with  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  no  ambulance  is  used  there 
to  remove  patients,  and  a lorry  must  again  be  employed.

One  Maternity  Home  ceased  to  exist  in  the  year  1 929,  and  in 
January  1930,  an  application  was  received  for  a Maternity  Home  and 
granted.  In  December  1931,  a Maternity  Home  ceased  to  exist;  no 
changes  have  occurred  since  that  date,  therefore  at  the  end  of  the  year 
there  remained  three  Nursing  Homes  registered  in  the  District. 


Two  of  the  Homes  take  both  Maternity  and  other  cases,  and  one 
Maternity  cases  only.

Convalescent  Home. 

At  St.  Gabriel’s  Convalescent  Home,  Westgate-on-Sea,  a new 
Sanatorium  was  completed  in  the  Autumn;  this  contains  a ward  with 
three  beds,  a ward  with  one  bed,  bathroom,  sluice-room,  etc.,  and  a 
nurse’s  sitting-room. 

Mortuary. 

A mortuary  was  constructed  at  Westgate-on-Sea  by  a firm  of 
Upholsterers  and  Undertakers.  It  is  provided  with  electric  light,  con- 
nected with  a drain,  and  fitted  with  a table  and  other  conveniences.  This 
meets  a long-felt  want  as  the  firm  is  prepared  to  allow  it  to  be  used  by 
the  public.

All  the  above  samples  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  these,  three  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  viz. : One  from  the  well,  which  did  not  give  a very  good 
result;  a further  sample,  however,  taken  early  in  the  New  Year,  proved 
satisfactory.  Two  samples  of  mixed  well  and  tap  water  were  bacterio- 
logically  examined  and  both  proved  satisfactory. 

A sample  of  tap  water  supplied  by  the  Margate  Corporation  was 
ch  emically  examined  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  well  water  were  obtained  from  three  premises 
for  chemical  analysis  and  each  proved  suitable  for  drinking  purposes. 

Two  water  Certificates  were  granted  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  Water  Act,  1878. 

The  outlying  portions  of  the  District  only  are  still  supplied  with  well 
water.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Parishes  of  Westgate-on-Sea,  Birchington,  Minster  and  Stonar 
are  sewered. 

Minster  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

These  are  situated  at  Marsh  Farm,  about  a mile  to  the  south  of 
the  village.  Almost  the  whole  of  the  village  is  sewered,  and  a sewer  is 
laid  to  the  Pumping  Station,  which  is  supplied  with  two  Hornsby  Oil 
Engines. 

The  sewage  is  distributed  on  the  land,  the  broad  irrigation  principle 
being  used;  crops  of  wurzel  and  lavender  are  cultivated;  the  effluent  is 
discharged  into  the  River  Stour. 

In  the  year  1 928  the  work  of  reforming  the  sewage  beds,  so  as  to 
allow  the  sewage  to  more  easily  percolate  through  the  ground,  was  com- 
pleted. 
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In  1 929,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  lavender  bed  was 
reformed  and  land  drains  laid  in  the  new  trenches. 

The  works  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector, an  Engineer  and  one  labourer  being  constantly  employed,  and 
a young  man  engaged  to  help  the  labourer  during  the  winter. 

On  the  24th  October  1934,  an  inspection  was  made  of  the  Works 
by  a member  of  the  Rural  District  Council,  two  members  of  the  Parish 
Council,  and  the  officials  of  the  Rural  District  Council:  the  work  of 
painting  the  Pumping  Station  was  then  being  carried  out;  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  reported  as  follows  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  22nd 
November : — 

“ The  members  expressed  their  appreciation  with  regard  to  the 
condition  of  the  engines  and  farm  generally,  also  a hope  that  the  long 
and  faithful  service  of  Mr.  Best,  the  engine  attendant,  would  be  recog- 
nized by  the  Council  in  the  event  of  any  change  being  made  in  the 
administration  of  the  Parish  of  Minster  by  the  Review  of  County 
Districts.” 

Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  about  2,662  premises  with  water 
closets  into  sewerage  systems;  625  water  closets  into  cesspools;  438 
pail  closets;  and  250  earth  closets  and  privies  in  the  District. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  in  nine  of  the  ten 
Parishes  in  the  District,  as  follows:

Acol : 

Monthly  throughout  the  year. 

Sarre : 

Monthly  throughout  the  year. 
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In  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington  the  men  are  directly  employed 
by  the  Council,  but  in  the  other  seven  Parishes  the  work  is  done  by 
Contract. 

All  the  refuse  is  tipped.  The  refuse  from  four  Parishes  is  tipped 
at  a brickfield  near  Birchington,  immediately  sorted,  paper  etc.,  burned, 
tins  buried,  and  the  ashes  used  in  brick-making.  The  remaining  refuse 
from  the  small  Parishes  is  tipped  by  the  Contractors  and  dealt  with  so 
as  not  to  be  a nuisance  or  a harbouring  ground  for  rats.  There  is  no 
collection  in  the  Parish  of  Stonar,  as  the  few  tenants  dispose  of  the 
refuse  in  their  own  gardens. 

Litter  baskets  are  provided  in  the  Parishes  of  Westgate-on-Sea  and 
Birchington,  and  fixed  in  suitable  positions  on  the  promenades  and 
pleasure  grounds. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  a monthly  collection 
of  refuse  in  the  Parish  of  Sarre,  and  more  frequent  collections  were  made 
in  the  Parishes  of  Minster,  St.  Lawrence-Extra,  St.  Nicholas-at-Wade  and 
Monkton. 

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools  or  the 
emptying  and  cleansing  of  earth  closets;  this  work  is  carried  out  by  the 
occupiers  or  owners  of  property. 


RE  Seaweed. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Westgate-on-Sea  and 
Birchington  Parochial  Committees  it  was  found  necessary  to  arrange  for 
th  e removal  of  seaweed  from  the  foreshores  commencing  on  the  1 0th 
June.  Owing  to  the  abnormal  amount  and  offensive  condition  of  the 
weed  the  work  proceeded  intermittently  until  the  1 0th  September. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  men  to  work  early  morning  and  late  in  the 
evening  according  to  the  tides.  As  far  as  possible  arrangements  were 
made  for  local  farmers  to  remove  the  weed  at  their  own  expense.  Motor 
lorries  and  horses  and  carts  were  used  for  this  work.  The  Sanitary  In- 
spector was  able  to  sell  the  weed  to  Farmers  and  Gardeners. 

The  amount  of  seaweed  deposited  upon  the  foreshores  during  the 
summer  was  greater  than  on  any  previous  occasion  during  the  last  fifteen 
years,  and  at  least  1 95  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the 
foreshores  in  supervising  the  work.

During  the  year  1 2 inspections  of  tents,  vans  and  sheds  were  made 
to  observe  whether  they  were  complying  with  the  Bye-laws  in  force  in 
the  District.  On  the  whole  they  were  kept  in  a fairly  tidy  condition. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply:  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

Licences  to  sell  milk  under  the  above  Order  were  issued  to  five 
Retailers  whose  premises  are  situate  in  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington. 

Four  Retailers  were  licensed  to  sell  “ Certified  ” milk;  this  milk 
was  produced  and  bottled  by  two  cowkeepers,  one  residing  outside  ths 
District.  As  instructed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  2 1 samples  of 
Certified  ’’  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Five  of  the  samples  did  not  comply  with  the  above  Order.  The  Pro- 
ducers’ attention  was  called  to  the  results  and  the  subsequent  samples 
were  satisfactory. 
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A licence  was  renewed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  a cowkeeper 
in  the  District  for  the  production  of  “ Grade  A (Tuberculin  Tested) 
Milk  on  his  farm,  and  in  conjunction  with  this  two  applications  were 
received  from  Purveyors  for  licences  to  bottle  and  sell  this  milk,  and 
from  one  Purveyor  to  sell  onl3^  They  were  renewed  by  the  Council 
for  another  year. 

Sixteen  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from 
the  two  Retailers  who  bottle  the  milk.  In  seven  cases  the  milk  did 
not  comply  with  the  above  Order.  The  immediate  attention  of  the 
Retailers  was  called  to  these  samples. 


One  purveyor  was  granted  a Supplementary  Licence  in  July  to 
sell  “ Pasteurized  ” milk  produced  and  bottled  at  premises  outside  this 
District  and  sold  in  Birchington.  A sample  taken  in  November  complied 
with  the  Order. 


“Ordinary”  Milk. — During  the  year  thirteen  sample 
milk  were  obtained  from  six  farms  and  submitted  for 
examination  as  follows:

Six  samples  were  taken  from  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  at 
Minster  and  each  contained  a very  high  bacterial  count  in  addition  to 
the  presence  of  Coliform  Bacillus.  The  cowkeeper’s  attention  was 
immediately  called  to  the  matter  and  improvements  in  methods  of  pro- 
duction were  insisted  upon,  and  early  in  the  New  Year  the  dairy  at  the 
farm  was  greatly  improved,  a sterilizing  plant  and  boiler  house  were 
provided,  and  a sample  of  the  milk  taken  subsequently  showed  a bacterial 
count  of  10,200  and  was  therefore  very  satisfactory. 

Two  samples  were  taken  at  the  Cottage  Homes,  Manston,  and  were 
satisfactory.  Two  were  taken  from  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Haine,  the  first  one  was  not  very  satisfactory,  and  after 
the  attention  of  the  cowkeeper  was  called  to  the  matter  a further  sample 
proved  very  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  taken  from  one  cowkeeper  and  two  retailers  were 
satisfactory. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  one  of  the  cowkeepers  in  the  District 
was  awarded  second  place  in  the  Clean  Milk  Competition  inaugurated 
by  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Re  Tuberculosis. — With  reference  to  the  arrangement  made  with 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  seven  samples  of  mixed  milk  were  obtained 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  from  six  dairy  farms,  for  microscopical 
examination  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis.  Five  of  the  samples, 
showed  no  evidence  of  Tuberculous  infection;  two  samples  however, 
gave  positive  results  and  the  animals  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  the  Kent  County  Council 
recently  appointed  a full-time  Veterinary  Officer  to  visit  the  dairy  farms 
in  the  County,  and  to  examine  the  cows  for  evidence  of  Tuberculosis. 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  accompanied  the  Veterinary  Officer  on  his  visits 
to  the  35  dairy  farms  in  the  Rural  District.  Samples  of  milk  and  sputum 
were  obtained  from  suspicious  cows  and  examined  microscopically  and 
biologically.  He  examined  1,063  cows,  some  of  which,  on  giving  a 
positive  result,  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1925. 
These  visits  and  the  subsequent  examinations  of  the  diseased  animals 
which  were  slaughtered,  proved  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Council, 
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f 

and  the  public  can  be  assured  that  every  care  has,  and  is  being  taken 
in  this  important  Rural  District  to  produce  and  supply  not  only  a clean, 
but  a tubercular-free  milk  to  consumers.

The  following  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  dairy  farms 
during  the  year:

— Dairy  improved,  and  new  washing-room  with  boiler 
and  sterilizing  plant  erected. 

Mansion. — Dairy  improved,  and  boiler  and  sterilizing  plant  pro- 
vided. 

HengrOVE. — Dairy  improved. 

As  far  as  possible  visits  were  made  to  the  cowsheds  during  the 
process  of  milking,  and  when  necessary  the  attention  of  the  cowmen  was 
called  to  the  methods  of  production.  In  an  increasing  number  of  cases 
greater  interest  is  being  taken  in  this  matter,  but  there  are  still  at  some 
Dairy  Farms  men  who  do  not  fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  clean 
cows,  hands,  clothing,  milking  stools,  etc.,  but  by  persistent  and  tactful 
conversations  no  doubt  they  will,  in  time,  realize  the  value  of  their  work 
in  this  direction.

Swine  Fever. 

On  the  7th  and  8th  September  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
attended  at  a farm  in  the  District  where  an  outbreak  of  this  Disease  had 
occurred,  and  examined  87  carcases  of  pigs,  in  order  to  decide  which  of 
them  were  fit  for  human  consumption.  The  outbreak  was  dealt  with  in 
the  usual  way  by  the  County  Police  Authority  and  the  Veterinary  In- 
spector of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

There  are  two  in  the  District;  one  in  Minster  and  one  in  Birchington. 
No  complaints  were  received  respecting  same.  Both  premises  are  kept 
in  a very  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Adulteration,  etc. 

During  the  year  21  formal  samples  (including  one  “Grade  A 
(Tuberculin  Tested)  ’’  milk  and  one  Pasteurized  milk)  and  one  informal 
sample  of  milk  were  obtained  by  the  Inspector  under  the  above  Act. 
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All  the  formal  samples  were  certified  by  the  County  Analyst  to  be 
genuine,  although  one  sample  was  of  “ inferior  quality.”  The  attention 
of  the  cowkeeper,  who  was  also  a retailer,  was  called  to  the  deficiency 
in  milk  fat;  a further  sample,  however,  proved  quite  satisfactory.  The 
informal  sample  was  taken,  at  the  request  of  a cowkeeper,  at  his  farm, 
and  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk  fat;  he  immediately  took  steps 
to  remedy  the  matter. 


The  average  composition  of  the  genuine  samples  was  3.7  per  cent, 
of  Milk  Fat.  This  average  is  higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year, 
and  well  above  the  minimum  standard  set  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

All  the  samples  of  milk  analyzed  were  found  to  be  free  from 
preservatives. 


The  Inspector  also  obtained  1 4 formal  samples  as  follows:  5 Butter, 
1 Margarine,  3 Lard,  1 Coffee,  2 White  Pepper,  and  2 Malt  Vinegar. 
Each  sample  was  genuine.

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge 
and  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  in  accordance  with  the  Diphtheria 
Anti-toxin  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910.  A supply  is  kept  at  the 
office  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  also  by  a firm  of  chemists  at  their 
premises  at  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington. 

Verminous  Persons. 

There  are  no  facilities  available  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection 
of  verminous  persons  other  than  for  tramps  at  the  Public  Assistance 
Institution,  Minster. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  5 7 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the 
Rural  District,  49  in  thirty-one  private  families,  4 in  two  private 
Boarding  Schools,  2 in  a Holiday  Home,  one,  a member  of  the  staff 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  a man,  a member  of  the  R.A.F.  Camp 
at  Manston.  Nine  of  the  cases  in  five  private  families  were  ” Return 
cases.  Fifty-one  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment;  five  were  isolated  and  treated 
at  home;  and  one,  a boy  in  a private  Boarding  School,  was  removed  by 
private  motor-car  to  his  home.  Unfortunately,  one  patient  in  a private 
family,  a girl  of  1 3 years  of  age,  died  five  days  after  leaving  the  Hospital. 

Diphtheria. 

Eleven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  6 in  six  private  families, 
2 patients  at  the  St.  Nicholas  Branch  of  the  Cheyne  Hospital  for  Children, 
2 members  of  the  staff  at  Haine  Isolation  Hospital,  and  one,  a member 
of  the  nursery  staff  at  Hill  House  Public  Assistance  Institution.  All  the 
patients  were  removed  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Isolation  Hospital, 
along  with  a ” Carrier  ” from  a private  family,  two  from  St.  Nicholas 
Hospital,  and  two  from  Hill  House,  who  were  found  by  swabbing. 
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Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 


The  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  a visitor  to  the  District,  a boy  of 
1 0 years  of  age;  he  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 


Measles  and  German  Measles. 

Cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  29  private  families  and  two 
private  Boarding  Schools;  there  were  also  cases  of  German  Measles 
notified  in  6 private  families. 

Non-notifiable  Diseases. 

A few  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  Westgate-on-Sea 
in  the  autumn.

During  the  last  six  or  seven  years  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  re- 
ceived an  increasing  number  of  requests  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms 
and  bedding  after  the  recovery  of  cases  of  non-notifiable  diseases.  The 
increased  amount  of  disinfection,  therefore,  does  not  necessarily  indicate 
an  increase  in  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  to  disinfect  after  death  from  Cancer, 
and  also  in  cases  where  patients  suffering  from  Phthisis  have  been 
removed  to  a Sanatorium  or  other  premises. 


WESTGATE-ON-SEA  AND  BIRCHINGTON. 


As  regards  the  Parishes  of  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington,  in 
previous  reports  full  particulars  were  given  of  these,  and  there  is  little  to 
report,  except  in  respect  of  Westgate-on-Sea,  in  the  year  1 934  work  was 
commenced  to  extend  the  eastern  adit  of  the  Acol  Works  of  the  Westgate 
and  Birchington  Water  Company,  and  this  was  completed  in  October. 

With  regard  to  Birchington,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  as 
follows:  “ Continuing  the  work  of  connecting  the  drains  of  premises 

to  the  new  sewers  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  5 7 additional  premises 
were  so  connected  during  the  year.  The  approximate  number  now  con- 
nected is  965.  In  19  instances  it  was  necessary  for  the  houses  to  be 
entirely  re-drained  as  the  old  cesspool  drainage  was  laid  to  the  back 
of  the  premises.  In  25  cases  it  was  possible  to  utilize  a portion  of  the 
existing  drainage  (where  found  to  be  satisfactory)  thus  lessening  the 
cost  to  the  owners.  In  1 3 cases  it  was  only  necessary  for  the  existing 
drains  to  be  extended  from  the  present  intercepting  chambers  to  the 
boundaries  of  the  premises.  At  least  79  inspection  chambers  were 
constructed  during  the  year.  This  continues  to  demand  much  additional 
work  and  special  supervision.  As  a result  of  this  work  the  following 
data  is  of  interest:

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GENERAL. 

The  Report  for  the  year  1934  is  one  which  is  described  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  as  an  “ Ordinary  Report. ’’  It  will  be  noted  as  re- 
gards the  vital  statistics  of  the  United  District,  that  the  birth  rate  was 
low,  being  1 1 .43  per  1 ,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population,  as  com- 
pared with  14.8  for  England  and  Wales;  and  that  the  death  rate,  12.15 
per  1 ,000,  was  higher  than  the  birth  rate.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
was  47  per  1,000  registered  births  as  compared  with  59  for  England 
an  d Wales. 

With  regard  to  the  statistics  for  the  four  Districts;  in  Herne  Bay  the 
Birth  Rate  was  lower  than  the  Death  Rate,  being  1 0.08  as  compared  with 
13.06,  and  this  was  also  the  case  in  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s,  where 
the  Birth  Rate  was  6.59  as  compared  with  a Death  Rate  of  10.81.  In 
the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  the  Birth  Rate  was  16.48  and  the  Death 
Rate  1 1 .92,  and  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  the  Birth  Rate  was 
also  higher  than  the  Death  Rate,  being  12.04  as  against  1 1.47. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rates  for  the  four  Districts  were  satisfactory. 


Adjusted  Death  Rate. 

As  is  well  known  the  proportion  of  persons  of  advanced  age  is 
higher  in  seaside  residential  towns  than  in  working-class  districts,  which 
tends  to  make  the  Death  Rate  higher  than  in  those  districts. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  1934  has  been 
adjusted  in  order  that  the  Death  Rate  of  each  of  the  four  Districts  may 
be  compared  with  a standard.  An  adjusting  factor  is  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  which  represents  the  ratio  of  the  resulting  Death 
Rate  for  the  National  1 93  1 Census  population  to  the  similarly  obtained 
hypothetical  Death  Rate  for  the  said  area. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  in  the  United 
District  was  1 74  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  721  after  the 
1st  April,  when  the  change  in  the  boundaries  of  the  District  took  place. 
The  highest  numbers  are  as  follows:

Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  was  credited  with  67 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  with  56;  Herne 
Bay  Urban  District  42;  and  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  3 in  Blean 
Rural  District,  1 1 in  Bridge  Rural  District,  and  after  the  1 st  April  3 7 
in  the  new  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District. 


Local  Government  Act  1929 — Review  of  County  Districts. 

A Draft  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Health  was  issued  at  the  beginning 
of  February  1934,  and  this  was  considered  at  a special  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Committee  held  on  the  15th  February,  and  approved  by  them; 
and  the  Order  was  issued  by  the  Minister  on  the  2nd  March  confirming 
the  Draft  Order,  to  come  into  force  on  the  1 st  April. 
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The  alteration  in  the  Districts  has  necessitated  various  matters  being 
taken  into  consideration  by  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council  and 
the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council,  such  as  the  duties  of  the  Staff, 
the  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation.  Scavenging  and  Cesspool  empty- 
ing, etc. 

The  changes  in  the  staff  in  connection  with  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural 
District  have  already  been  referred  to.  With  regard  to  the  Herne  Bay 
Urban  District,  the  Council  decided  to  give  the  Sanitary  Inspector  a junior 
clerk,  and  also  a man  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  assisting  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  carrying  out  disinfection  of  houses,  etc.,  working  the  new 
Bacterol  ” disinfector,  testing  drains,  etc.,  etc. 

In  reading  this  report  it  should  be  noted  that  the  statistics  deal 
with  the  year  1934;  but  that  information  has  been  given  in  connection 
with  the  area  extending  up  to  May  1935. 

In  addition  to  the  changes  which  took  place  in  the  United  District 
on  the  1st  April  1934,  by  which  it  was  considerably  enlarged  owing  to 
the  formation  of  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District,  on  the  1st  April  1935 
it  was  reduced  in  size  by  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  being  abolished 
by  an  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  dated  the  2 1 st  February  1 935. 

The  Bed  Bug. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a report 
on  this  subject,  which  is  of  considerable  importance  as  many  houses 
are  being  infested  now  for  various  reasons.  The  trouble  is  not  limited 
to  slum  tenements,  but  in  some  districts  a large  percentage  of  the  Council 
Houses  are  infested,  and  even  good  class  hotels  and  private  schools  are 
not  free  from  the  vermin.  It  is  very  difficult  to  exterminate  the  bed  bug 
when  it  once  infests  a house,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  most  satis- 
factory method  of  fumigation  is  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Prussic  Acid) 
Gas,  but  this  is  highly  poisonous  to  human  beings  and  domestic  animals. 

Shops  Act. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  30th  December  1934.  It 
contains  provisions  for  securing  improved  arrangements  for  the  health 
and  comfort  of  shop-workers  generally,  and  in  those  respects  imposes 
additional  duties  on  the  Local  Authorities  as  the  Health  Authorities. 
All  shops  now  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Local  Authorities  to 
this  extent,  that  the  Act  provides  that  there  must  be  suitable  and  sufficient 
means  of  ventilation,  suitable  and  sufficient  means  of  maintaining  a 
reasonable  temperature,  and  every  shop,  unless  it  is  specifically  exempted, 
must  be  provided  with  and  maintain  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary 
conveniences  in  the  shop,  and  these  conveniences  must  be  available 
for  the  use  of  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  shop. 

Water  Supply. 

The  drought  during  1933  and  1934  called  attention  to  the  need 
for  the  consideration  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Local  Authorities 
of  the  provision  of  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water,  particularly 
in  Rural  Districts,  and  the  Minister  of  Health  issued  Memo  183w  calling 
attention  to  the  advisability  of  using  rainwater  for  domestic  supplies 
in  Rural  Districts. 
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A report  has  also  been  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the 
Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies,  including  the  method 
of  collecting  the  samples. 

The  Urban  District  Council  of  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  have  made 
Bye-laws  for  the  Prevention  of  Waste,  Undue  Consumption,  Misuse  or 
Contamination  of  the  Water  of  the  said  Council. 

Congress. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  wishes  to  express  his  thanks  to  the 
Committee  for  allowing  him  to  attend  the  Congress  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  which  was  held  at  Bristol  in  July,  under  the  Presidency  of 
Stanley  H.  Badock,  LL.D.,  J.P.  A considerable  amount  of  time  was 
devoted  to  the  discussion  on  the  Housing  of  the  Working-classes  and 
the  Slum  Problem;  also  the  Control  of  Camping  Grounds. 


HERNE  BAY  RIPARIAN  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 


Circular  1455  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  dated  6th  February  1935, 
was  received. 

The  only  ships  which  entered  the  port  during  the  year  were  the 
passenger  steamers  belonging  to  the  New  Medway  Steam  Packet  Com- 
pany, which  called  at  the  Pier  during  the  summer  and  landed  and 
embarked  passengers  proceeding  to  and  from  Chatham,  Southend  and 
Margate.  The  steamers  referred  to  are  pleasure  boats.  The  number  of 
passengers  landed  was  31,310.  (This  total  represents  the  number  of 
tolls  paid  at  1 d.  per  passenger. ) Occasionally  a barge  unloads  a cargo 
of  timber  on  the  beach,  which  is  usually  done  on  one  tide. 

Shellfish. 

Mussel  beds  exist  at  various  places  along  the  foreshore.  There  is 
no  prohibited  area  for  collecting  shellfish,  but  about  twenty-five  years 
ago  an  understanding  between  the  fisheirmen  and  boatmen  and  the 
Fishery  Officer  of  the  Kent  and  Essex  Sea  Fishery  Committee  was  arrived 
at  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  shellfish  should  not  be  collected  for  a 
distance  of  one  mile  on  each  side  of  the  Herne  Bay  sewer  outfall. 

Public  Health  (Shell-fish)  Regulations,  1934. 

These  Regulations  which  have  been  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health, 
come  into  force  on  the  1st  January  1935,  and  under  them  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  required  to  make  an  investigation  with  regard  to  any 
laying  from  which  suspected  shellfish  have  been  derived,  and  to  make 
a report,  and  after  giving  all  persons  interested  a reasonable  opportunity 
of  making  representations,  the  Local  Authority  may  then  make  an  Order 
if  they  are  satisfied  that  the  consumption  of  shell-fish  taken  from  the 
laying  is  likely  to  cause  danger  to  the  public  health. 

They  may,  however,  attach  to  an  Order  such  exemptions  as  they 
may  think  proper,  for  instance,  they  may  prescribe  as  a condition  of 
the  sale  of  shell-fish  for  human  consumption,  either  re-laying  in  pure 
water  or  sterilization  by  steam,  or  cleansing  by  a satisfactory  process  in 
an  establishment  approved  by  the  Minister,  and  the  Local  Authority  may 
issue  warning  notices. 
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
